TO THE 


Pittsfield City Council 
MONDAY, JANUARY 3 
1916 


Gentlemen of the City Council:— 


I wish each one of you and every man, woman and child in 
this city, a very Happy New Year, and I am sure the best 
wishes of all of us go out in particular to those gentlemen seated 
on this platform who served the city so faithfully one quarter 
of a century ago. "That so many of them have weathered the 
battle of life and are able to comply with the wishes of last 
year's City Council that they meet with us to-day, is cause for 
congratulation. We rejoice in this fact and now extend to 
them our grateful thanks for the service which they so cheerfully 
rendered this city twenty-five years ago. No doubt they re- 
joice in turn as they think back to the hour when they took part 
in the first inaugural ceremony of this city, that it was their 
privilege at that time to take an active and honorable part in 
the administration of affairs of the shire city of the Berkshires. 

And now we, their successors in trust, to whom is delegated 
the honor and burden of public affairs, convene once more to 
take up the management of the city's business. 

In presenting this annual message I realize I am addressing 
a considerable number who have had a larger experience in 
municipal affairs than I. 

The year just past has been one of the busiest as well as one 
of the happiest periods of my life. I could not wish the present 
year to be otherwise. 
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To those members of this Board who have aided me in the 
past year I am very grateful. The many conferences we have 
held and the helpful suggestions made by you have been of 
great assistance to me. I have not the words to adequately 
express my deep sense of gratitude to a host of employees of 
the city as well as the heads of the departments in the City Hall 
for the very kind assistance which they have rendered to me 
personally, and for the faithful manner in which they have at- 
tended to their public duties generally. 


FINANCES. 


The intent of the new law relating to municipal finances 
which took effect January 1st, 1914, was to enable cities to 
adopt a pay-as-you-go policy. Direct taxation for all municipal 
needs is being adopted by some cities in this State where the 
tax rate is not too high, thereby doing away with the interest 
on borrowed money. I shall use what influence I can, keeping 
in view our peculiar local conditions, to advance us in that di- 
rection. 

I trust you will consider carefully the auditor's published 
statement which shows the financial standing of our city. I 
: shall not take the time to read this now in full, but shall com- 
ment upon it briefly.

Our borrowing capacity January 1st, 1915, was $127,647.82 
so you will readily see that with an increased potential credit 
of $223,964.78 our borrowing capacity has been increased to 


more than twice that of one year ago. 


While we are now amply protected by a borrowing capacity 
of $350,000 we should not say to ourselves, let us bond the city 
for this sum for improvements and leave it to posterity to pay 
off. We have this past year learned to our sorrow through our 
tax bills some measure of that burden which posterity inherits; 
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that we are that posterity. Let us now resolve to meet as far 
as possible the obligations of our own creation, knowing that 
our children and ovr children's children will have their crosses 
to bear in just as increasing a measure as ours are over those of 
our forefathers. 

Whth the increasing burden each year of our state and county 
taxes coupled with the automatic increase in school teachers 
salaries, we are of necessity compelled to practice economy, 
and yet there are certain standards which we would like to 
maintain, in fact must, if we expect to hold our position as a 
progressive American city. 

Our Board of Assessors are finding it more difficult each 
year to adjust valuations to our ever increasing revenue re- 
quirements, and still hold down the tax rate to a reasonable figure. 


STREETS. 


Among the main arteries of travel in our city, Tyler Street, 
East Street, and South Street, especially are in a deplorable 
condition. The time has arrived when we must permanently 
pave these three thoroughfares. l 

I have been seeking information and suggestions from those 
of our citizens who are interested in this subject as to how we 
can improve our streets without increasing our indebtedness to 
any great extent. Many cities have adopted the assessment 
plan. In some instances the abutters pay the whole expense 
while in others the abutters pay two-thirds and the city one- 
third of the cost. 

It 1s quite as logical, just and sound that the owners of 
property especially benefitted by a permanent roadway should 
pay for a fair proportion of the cost of its construction as that 
the abutters upon sidewalks constructed by the city are obliged 
to bear a part of the expense. And it is reasonable to expect 
that this system as applied to roadways will prove as acceptable 
as our system of sidewalk assessments, to which we are accus- 
tomed. It has been extensively adopted in other States, and 
its many advantages both to the property owner and the city 
have confirmed its value. `

The three streets mentioned are not the only ones needing 
attention. The large majority of our public ways are very 
much in need of attention and I shall insist and expect to per- 
sonally look after the manner in which the Board of Public 
Works clean up our streets next spring and maintain them dur- 
ing the season. A little occasional work at the right time on 
many of our side streets would keep them in good condition. 


I have a number of complaints from our citizens about 
streets being unaccepted. If such persons will put the street 
which they wish accepted, in proper condition, 1 will do all I 
can to have the city accept same and maintain it afterwards. 
But too many of our people think that any kind of a roadway 
should be accepted, and they do not stop to reflect that the 
street must be properly graded and sidewalks laid out. The 
attitude of the city's proper officials is, I think, and should be 
to keep pace with requirements as far as possible. 


In 1912 the East and South shore line of Silver Lake was 
established, through a written agreement with the General 
Electric Company and others. The following year by doing 
some work the city established its claim and the filling in by the 
General Electric Company to the new street line has been going 
on steadily as I understand it. This year we should inspect 
this work and see that the plan is carried out gradually as was 
originally intended. I shall appoint a committee to look after 
this work, for it will mean a great saving of time to our mer- 
chants in getting from the watering-tub on East street to the 
vicinity of Lincoln and Fourth Street, as the new thoroughfare 
is exactly one-half the distance that it now is up Fenn Street 
out Northerly on Fourth Street to Lincoln; also the property 
values will be materially increased and the outlook in this region 
very much enhanced. 


PARKS. 


We have made a long stride in our park development the 
past year by the purchase of the Pitt and Springside play- 
grounds. The Commission is quietly and faithfully performing 
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their duty. Everything is harmonious with them, all they 
want is a little more money this year than we gave them last 
year. They have their work well in hand and look after the 
welfare of our children at just the right time. "They deserve 
the thanks of an enlarged community for the vast amount of 
unselfish labor which they cheerfully perform. 

I am especially glad to see the Common flooded again this 
year. 'The happiness and good fellowship which skating on 
this temporary pond brings to so many of our youth, coupled 
with the safety and relief given anxious parents is worth many 
times its cost to the city. 


SIDEW ALES. 


One year ago I said there should be a permanent sidewalk 
on one side at least of every street accepted as a city way. I 
desire to repeat that assertion. And I am very glad to add that 
more permanent walks were constructed last year than in any 
other single year since Pittsfield has been a city. But still I 
am not wholly satisfied. The Board of Public Works have on 
file many petitions for sidewalks waiting for action, which should 
be sent up for due consideration and action. I trust that every 
petition for sidewalks received this year, if proper, will be 
granted. Sidewalks are much more important than roads. 
Everyone, men, women and children, rich and poor, high and 
low, use the sidewalks. I believe we are more concerned for 
those who walk than those who ride. 


SCHOOLS. 


By virtue of my position, I am a member of the School 
Board and its Chairman. I shall continue to use my best ef- 
forts to the end that our schools may stand for excellence; that 
they may afford adequate facilities for a general education and 
training to meet the needs of practical life. Our citizens have a 
right to expect that the training given our youths shall be equal 
to that given in any private business school and that employers 
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desiring the service of our graduates shall have confidence in 
their fitness. 

The schools of Pittsfield are a pride to our citizens. We 
wish to continue to have a just pride in them, but foolish or 
unnecessary expenditures that add mere convenience or luxury 
to present facilities and burden the taxpayer are to be frowned 
upon and openly opposed. 

We must give careful consideration to conditions at the High 
School this year. While I am not disturbed as much as some 
of our citizens because we have two sessions a day at this school, 
the time is not far away when we must either add to the present 
building or erect a new one in order to care for the constantly 
increasing number of pupils. I shall introduce an order very 
soon for the appointment of a committee to investigate this 
subject. 

Many of our citizens tell me that we do not obtain satis- 
factory returns of our investment as more than one-third of all 
the money raised by taxation is expended on education. I 
would be the last one to object to a higher tax rate made by 
education if I thought that the money was carefully and eco- 
nomically expended, but in view of some facts which are not 
hidden to any of us I am convinced there 1s chance for improve- 
ment. 


LIBRARY. 


Next to our schools in educational value we must rank our 
Public Library. Itisa university in which none is so poor that 
he may not enter, and none is so learned that he may not find 
instruction. Our citizens, as a whole, I fear, know too little of 
its work. Our competent and faithful librarian, Mr. H. H. 
Ballard, is worthy of his responsible position, a source of public 
confidence and a gratification to us all. I am sure we are all 
proud of our fine building, its executive head and all those in- 
strumental in its service. 
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= POOR DEPARTMENT. 


There have been this past year, hundreds of willing hands 
and aching hearts who could find no steady employment. 

Shall we not try with all the power we possess to reach all of 
our worthy poor through this department and the many char- 
itable societies of the city? 

We are exceedingly fortunate to have as our City Almoner , 
Mr. A. W. Shaw, in whom every citizen has the utmost confi- 
dence and who saves the city a large sum of money each year 
by his careful, business-like conduct of the affairs of his depart- 
ment. 

I shall insist upon the Board of Public Works co-operating 
with the Poor Department as far as possible in giving employ- 
ment to those compelled to accept public aid so that they may 
obtain paid employment of the city, and become self-supporting. 
It is the duty of those who employ men on our public works to 
give preference to married men with families dependent upon 
them and not to so many single men as I have observed this 
past year. 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The many pressing problems of our Board of Health have 
kept its members quite busy this past year. Any Body of 
Officials who consistently guard our sanitary conditions and 
ward off disease from our midst is worthy of our consideration, 
and I agree with our State Officials that the members of our 
local Board of Health are faithful to their trust and are working 
for the best interests of the City so far as they can. 

This Department of necessity is very much enlarged over 
what it has been in recent years. The many laws pertaining 
to the general health of the community is directed by this 
Board and they are held to a strict accountability by the State 
Examiner who are at regular intervals sent to our city to in- 
spect the Board's work. The improved general health of the 
citizens of Pittsfield, I believe in some measure can be traced 
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to the activities of the members of this department, and we 
all hope through their efforts our city will continue to be a 
healthy place in which to live. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The Fire Department of the city has been very much im- 
proved and is far better equipped than it was a year ago. "The 
doing away with horses at the Central Fire Station marks an- 
other step of progress in bringing up to date the efficiency of 
the Department. The adding of two new chemicals, smoke 
bonnets, a life net, and new hose are some of the things the De- 
partment has badly needed for years, while the provision of 
individual rubber boots and coats for the men has been appre- 
ciated and their worth demonstrated by better health and 
feeling among our faithful fire fighters. 

The fire alarm system has been overloaded for some time 
and is very much in need of attention. We cannot safely add 
another alarm box to the present equipment. I recommend 
that attention be given this matter early this year. 


SIREET LIGHTING. 


The streets of our city are lighted by a public service cor- 
poration—the Pittsfield Electric Co. I believe the service is 
very creditable and the streets well lighted. Petitions from our 
citizens for new lights are almost invariably acted upon favor- 
ably. We have as well lighted streets as any city of the same 
size in the east. The candle power has been increased 100% 
on all lights smaller than arcs, and a new contract with the 
service company made last year saves the city $3,000 annually 
for the next ten years besides giving us better service and more 
light. 

I am in favor of adding a reasonable number of new lights 
to our public thoroughfares where extended so that all our 
people may be properly served. 
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POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


The police department of Pittsfield had more than its share 
of publicity the past year. Ithink we all agree the department 
is looking up. | 

The new Chief of the Department has matters well in hand. 
The officers are giving him their ready support. We all look 
for a creditable and efficient service from the department. this 
year. Mr. Sullivan has already demonstrated ability and zeal 
in filling his present responsible position. There are many 
things needed to fully equip this department and place it on 
the desired working basis. The greatest of these needs is more 
patrolmen, and I recommend that two new members be added 
to the permanent list. | 

I desire before I close to make mention of the gentlemen 
who have served with me the past year and who have retired, 
for the present at least, from public life. - 

President Francis has been an ever ready helpmate of mine 
and I cannot express in words his faithfulness to his oath of 
office and his loyalty to the city which he has so conscientiously 
served, foregoing many an evening which would otherwise have 
been devoted to domestic life and private affairs, that he might 
attend council or committee meetings, and in other ways un- 
selfishly respond to calls from the Mayor upon his time. 

Aldermen Benedict, Devanny and Moran, and President 
Dunn, and Councilmen Cavanagh, Cullen and Iverson have 
been closely associated with me during their recent terms of 
office. Their general readiness to assist me and the previous 
experience of some in the municipal life of our city have light- 
ened the burdens of my office very much. 

I hope that on now retiring from the positions which they 
have ably filled, they may value somewhat these simple words 
of honest approbation, and that they will not be disposed to 
become captious critics but sympathetic friends of those who 
are taking up the duties which they have relinquished and who 
will value their counsels and suggestions. I believe all our 
people appreciate what these retiring members have done for 
our city. The reward for faithful public service is more ser- 
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vice, and I sincerely hope that our city or the Commonwealth 
may have the assistance of at least some of them in the near 
future. In the name of the City which they have lately served 
so honorably and well I bid them accept our grateful thanks 
and wish them God-speed. 


SUGGESTIONS. 


I have many suggestions which I might make at this time, 
but I prefer to give them to you at intervals throughout the 
year as they link in with the operations which you are perform- 
ing and will I trust appeal to you in the same manner which 
they do to me. The one vital question which 1s on the tongue 
of every one of our citizens is ‘‘better roads”, and having al- 
ready expressed yourselves I am sure you will assist me in every 
way possible to bring this condition about at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. | 


The doing away this year with the curve in front of the 
Pomeroy School which compels travellers going westward to 
cross the car tracks with little or no view of the roadway ahead 
of them is very much desired. In that connection the grading 
of the Pomeroy school grounds must be attended to and 1f we 
will but see to it, that the janitor of this school is given the 
quantities of earth which he desires deposited in locations which 
he may submit the grading of the school grounds will be easily 
accomplished with very little expense to the city. 


It is my intention to put in the budget this year an amount 
sufficient for the grading and cleaning up of Jordan Avenue. 
I made reference to this matter one year ago and had hoped 
that out of the amount set aside in the budget and known as 
**Streets as per Order” attention would be given to this thor- 
oughfare. We found it necessary however to transfer a por- 
tion of this fund to assist our Board of Health Department 
which made it impossible to do anything upon the street last 
year. 


We should give loyal support and encouragement to our 
many Public Spirited and able citizens, who give so much of 
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their valuable time for no other compensation than civic pride. 
Thank God, that we have in our midst, so many men who 
think more of humanity and the welfare of our city than they 
do of their own personal comfort. 

We should demand through the work of our Government 
the rigid enforcement of law and order. 

For the safety of life and property we must ever attend to 
the wants of our Police and Fire Departments. 

We must bear in mind and always realize that we are in- 
structed to spend indirectly, large sums of the peoples' money, 
and we must fulfill that trust carefully, faithfully and wisely.

The Board of Health hereby submits its 25th Annual Re- 
port of the health conditions of the City of Pittsfield and the 
business of the Board for the year ending December 31, 1915. 
The report includes an account of the receipts and expenditures 
of the department and the reports of the different agents and 
officers of the Board, portions of the vital statistics of Pitts- 
field and certain recommendations.

There have been 13 regular and 15 special meetings of the 
Board during the year, and 8 public hearings. Two hundred 
and thirty-two persons attended the public hearings. 

February 26, 1915, the Board adopted rules and regulations 
and published the same in pamphlet form. The Board be- 
lieves such publication has resulted in a vast amount of good. 

April 1, 1915, a new Garbage Contract for a period of 5 
years was made by the Board with Joseph W. Kirchner at a 
price of $6,240.00 per year. The contract was entered into 
only after public hearings had been held and public advertising 
for bids. Sixteen bids were received, ranging from $4,960 to 
$16,500, an average bid of $10,500. The contract was awarded 
to the second lowest bidder. A complaint system has been 
installed and every effort has been made by the Board to see 
that the citizens have a good service. A printed card relating 
to garbage collection has been given each householder. 

May 17, 1915, Margaret R. McManus was employed as 
temporary clerk. As a result of her employment the Board 
has been able to have the department's work done in a business- 
like and systematic manner. The Board feels it is extremely 
fortunate in securing the services of so capable a clerk. 

July 1, 1915, a centrifugal milk testing apparatus was pur- 
chased, as recommended by the State Department, at an ex- 
pense of about $150. 

july 1, 1915, a free Tubercvlosis Dispensary was opened, as 
required by the State, at the House of Mercy, and Dr. E. H. 
Howard placed in charge. While the dispensary has not yet 
been kept busy, on account of its being a new department, it 
will, no doubt, be used to a greater extent as soon as the general 
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public and practicing phvsicians understand its purposes and 
work. 

July 19, 1915, Miss Agnes Boland, the Health Nurse, re- 
signed and was succeeded July 26, 1915, by Miss Katharine 
Turner. 

Julv 26, 1915, the Board received a petition to abate a 
nuisance consisting of stagnant water between Plunkett and 
Parker Streets. Three public hearings were held. The Board 
has not been required to render a decision owing to the with- 
drawal of the petition by the Attorney for the Petitioners. 

August 18, 1915, the Board received a petition to abate a 
nuisance of stagnant water on Hayes Place. Two public hear- 
ings were held. The Board rendered a decision abating the 
nuisance and apportioning the cost of the abatement upon the 
abutters, to be collected by an assessment as provided by law. 
The nuisance has been abated without expense to the city, the 
work being done by the Public Works Department, under the 
direction of the City Engineer. In consequence of this action 
a controversy that has been troubling the city for some ten 
years has been brought to an end. 

A more thorough inspection of Pittsfield grocery stores, 
meat markets, bakeries, stables, etc., has been carried on the 
past year than ever before. As a result many improvements 
have been made in some of these places, so that now food stuffs 
are manufactured and sold in the city under improved sanitarv 
conditions. 

In consequence of equipping its office properly the Board 
has been required to spend substantial amounts in installing an 
office system, office equipment and extra printing. Such ex- 
pense will probably not have to be incurred again. 

As a result of the svstem installed the Board has this vear 
collected in license fees $256.50, which amount is manv times 
greater than has ever been collected before. The Board has 
also been able to secure $2,193.22 reimbursements from various 
sources, for aid rendered contagious cases, which also 1s a verv 
large increase over reimbursements of former vears, and 1s duc 
to the establishment of the svstem above mentioned.

CONTAGIOUS AND COMMUNICABLE DISEASES. 


Total number of deaths from all causes (exclusive of still- 
births) 538. Of this number 2 were due to Diphtheria, 45 were 
due to Tuberculosis. There were no deaths in this city during 
the past year due to Typhoid Fever or Scarlet Fever. 


DIPHTHERIA. 


In 1915 there were 32 cases of Diphtheria reported. A de- 
cided improvement over past years, for in 1914 there were 63 
cases and in 1913 there were 87 cases of this much dreaded dis- 
ease reported. The total number of cultures examined by the 
bacteriologist during the year is 925. 


SCARLET FEVER. 


There were 40 cases of Scarlet Fever reported, which is a 
marked decrease from past years. In 1914 there were 87 cases 
and in 1913 there were 120 cases reported, resulting in 13 deaths. 


MEASLES. 


. 658 cases of Measles were reported. This was due to an 
epidemic which was widespread throughout the State. Asa 
result of this disease 5 deaths occurred. 


OPHTHALMIA NEONATORUM. 


There were 23 cases of Ophthalmia Neonatorum, all of 
which, generally speaking, were of a mild character. In no 
case was the sight of the child lost or impaired. 


TYPHOID FEVER. 


21 cases of Typhoid Fever were reported to this Board, 8 of 
which came from out of town, making 13 Pittsfield cases. 
"This is a marked improvement over former years, the total 
number in 1914 being 28 and in 1913, 48. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 


While the total number of tuberculosis cases reported in 
1915, viz. 108, is greater than the number reported last year, it 
appears that such increase does not mean that the disease is in- 
creasing, but indicates that physicians are more careful about 


reporting such cases.

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186 notices were sent from the office of the Board to various 
persons relative to the enforcement of the Health Laws. 


The Board reports that 125 connections were made by 
houses with the city sewer systems. The Board has carried 
on an energetic campaign to compel the householders to use 
the city sewer rather than individual cess-pools. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


1. The city has not yet complied with the state law which 
requires the erection and maintenance of a Contagious Hospital. 
This is a matter which the Board has previously recommended 
and should receive immediate attention, since the city is liable 
to a heavy penalty for non-compliance. During the past year 
the Board has investigated this matter carefully and has found 
that it will be a very expensive proposition for the city to erect 
and maintain its own building for this purpose. In view of 
this great expense the Board wishes to recommend that the 
possibility of combining and uniting with surrounding towns 
in the erection and maintenance of a centrally located contagious 
hospital be carefully considered. 


2. It is recommended that, in some manner, arrangements 
be made for the dentists ot the city to be conferred with for 
the purpose of ascertaining what can be done toward the es- 
tabhshment of a free dental clinic for school children whose 
parents are financially unable to furnish such attention. The 
attention of the City Government 1s called to chapter 677 of 
the Acts of 1914. 


3. For several years this Board has been calling to the 
attention of the City Government the need of thoroughly 
cleaning and properly caring for the River Banks within the 
city. This recommendation has never been heeded. So long 
has this matter been ignored that there is, without question, 
at the present time, a popular demand, aside from the health 
requirements, that it receive immediate attention. The Board 
believes immediate action should be taken and is willing to 
undertake a thorough and systematic clean-up of the river 
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banks of the city if a suitable appropriation for such a purpose 
is made. The Board recommends that a special appropriation 
be made for this work so that'it may be permitted to carry on 
an active campaign to this end. 

4. The Board would again call to the attention of the City 
Government the need of a ‘‘Clean-up Week," and would sug- 
gest that the first week in May be designated as such. The 
results for the past two years were so beneficial, we again sug- 
gest that this matter be taken up and ask for an appropriation 
for that purpose. 

5. The Board respectfully calls your attention to chapter 
596 of the Acts of 1911, regarding the establishment of Sanitary 
Stations. In the opinion of this Board a sanitary station of 
some kind should be provided in the business center of the city. 

6. The attention of the Board has been often called to that 
portion of the city bordering on the west branch of the Housa- 
tonic River lying between Linden Street on the south and the 
Pittsfield Cemetery on the north, and which is located almost 
in the center of the city. Without question a great portion of 
this land, which is wet and soggy, constitutes a nuisance and a 
constant menace to the public health. The Board respectfully 
calls the attention of the City Government to chapter 759 of 
the Acts of 1913, and amendments thereto, pertaining to the 
Reclamation of Wet Lands. The Board believes that if this 
matter is given energetic attention and properly presented to 
the State Boards of Agriculture and Health, several hundred 
acres of land, now dangerous to the community's health and 
worthless, may be turned into property of inestimable value 
and at the same time eliminate a public danger. 

Y. The Board recommends that the sewer extension be 
carried east to the Lakewood section, north to Pontoosuc Lake, 
as far as Broadway, and south to the Country Club. 

8. Again the Board calls the attention of the City Govern- 
ment to the conditions under which animals are slaughtered 
in this city and suggests that the city erect and maintain, on 
some of its property, a slaughter house. The Board believes 
that the income from such a place would, within a compara- 
tively short time, pay for the erection of such a building as 
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would be necessary and that 1t could be maintained in connec- 
tion with some of the city yards without entailing extra expense 
to the city. 


CONCLUSIONS. 


The Board wishes to publicly acknowledge the hearty co- 
operation and interest shown in the work of the Board by the 
Women's Municipal League and to thank the Visiting Nurses' 
Association for their co-operation and valuable assistance. 
The Board also wishes to express its appreciation to the phy- 
sicians of the city for the manner in which they are now re- 
porting contagious diseases and for the aid rendered by them 
in improving the health conditions of the city. 


That the efforts of the Board and its officers during the past 
year have not been in vain is shown by the mortality and sick- 
ness statistics of the city. To these statistics we invite the 
careful consideration of the citizens of Pittsfield. The results 
of such efforts do not appear in dollars and cents, but rather 
are reflected in the state of the community's health. As an 
illustration, we would cite the fact that the city's death rate 
for 1915 1s the lowest for 5 years (although its population is 
several thousand more) and is one of the lowest death rates of 
any city in the Commonwealth. The Board does not wish to 
claim any undue credit for this showing, but considers the re- 
sult due largely to a more efficient handling of contagious cases, 
which efficiency is due to the system already referred to. 


Happiness depends, to a very great extent, upon good health. 
It necessarily follows that public health is public happiness. 
Therefore, it cannot be denied that the health department of a 
city is one of the most important branches of community life. 
Apparently the City Government of the past year has fully 
appreciated the importance of the work of this department. 
We have found them ready and willing to be of assistance when- 
ever called upon. Financially, the Mayor and Council have 
been liberal, when satisfied that the Board's financial requests 
were necessary. As a result of such a policy the Board has 
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been able to carry out, unhampered, certain important im- 
provements in its department. 

In conclusion the Board desires to say that it feels that, 
with one exception, the health department work of the City of 
Pittsfield is now on a very satisfactory working basis. The 
exception is that of the garbage disposal. We fully realize 
that this work can never be done to the satisfaction of every 
citizen, but we assure the citizens of Pittsfield that every effort 
has been made, and will continue to be made, to such an end 
by the Board.

COMMUNICABLE DISEASES. 


TYPHOID FEVER 


There were reported 21 cases of typhoid fever during the 
year, and of these 8 were from out of town, patients who came 
here for hospital treatment, making the total number of cases 
in Pittsfield 13. This is the lowest number we have had in 
years. There were the following number of typhoid cases for 


the past three years:

The great reduction in the number of typhoid cases is due, in a 
measure, to the early routine examination of suspected blood of 
patients and thorough investigation and isolation of patient, 
and in every case where possible, prompt removal to a hospital. 
There were no deaths due to typhoid fever. 


SCARLET FEVER. 


40 cases of scarlet fever were reported during the year, with 
no deaths. For the past three years the scarlet fever cases 
were as follows:

120 cases—13 deaths, 87 cases—2 deaths, 40 cases—no deaths 
Prompt reporting and strict isolàtion and investigation has 
brought this disease down 50 per cent from last year. 


DIPHTHERIA. 


There were 32 cases of diphtheria. 2 deaths occurred from 
this disease, both of which were Laryngeal Diphtheria, a disease 
which, at its best, gives a 50 per cent mortality. Of the 32 
cases 6 were of the nasal type. For the past three years diph- 
theria was reported as follows:

TUBERCULOSIS. 


There were 108 cases of tuberculosis of all types reported. 
Of these 94 were of the pulmonary type, 4 were of the meningitis 
type and 10 were tuberculosis of bones and glands. There 
were 45 deaths due to Pulmonary and Meningitis Tuberculosis. 
While there were more cases of tuberculosis reported this year 
than last, 1t does not necessarily mean that the disease 1s on the 
increase, but rather points to the fact that doctors are reporting 
their tubercular cases more fully. 

"The 658 cases of measles, as well as the whooping-cough and 
chicken-pox, is due to mothers having the wrong impression 
that every child must have these diseases, and they do not take 
precaution to guard against the same. This will be checked to ` 
a large extent when mothers are instructed as to the true sig- 
nificance of these often fatal maladies, through so-called Mothers 
Clubs, etc. 

There were 23 cases of Ophthalmia within the year. The 
great majority were very mild and healed up in a day or two. 
The more severe cases did well under appropriate treatment, 
and in no case was the sight of the infant lost or impaired.

REPORT 


OF THE 


INSPECTOR OF SANITATION 


The Honorable Board of Health:— 


As Inspector I herewith submit my report for the year 1915 

There were 429 complaints on garbage from this office alone. 
The majority of these were on account of the non-removal of 
garbage, and while a good number of them were on account 
of the condition of the garbage I found that a good many of the 
residents were as much at fault as the garbage collectors, but 
in most all cases I experienced little trouble in rectifying all 
these conditions. I again recommend that every family where 
garbage is to be taken by the City Collector supply themselves 
with a fair size garbage can with a tight fitting cover. A can 
of at least 5 gallons capacity shovld be used by private families. 


COMPLAINTS. 


I have received and investigated 699 complaints dealing 
with different conditions, such as cellars, alleyways, stores, 
houses, bakeries, restaurants, stables, vaults, toilets, yards, 
sewers, cess-pools, dumps, theaters, markets, slaughtering and 
dead animals. 

I have also inspected all places where licenses have been 
issued during the past year, such as ice cream dealers of all 
kinds, meat markets, barber shops, livery stables, bakeries and 
slaughtering. Also inspected the wagons of all licensed Ice 
Cream Peddlers' wagons. 
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Dumps. 


City Dumps at present are about as they were last year. 
There is, without question, a scarcity of these dumps, and as a 
result many complaints come from residents living near those 
being used. Some of these, in form of complaints and petitions, 
having been referred to the State Department of Health. 
Hence the posting of practically all dumps on the City, with 
the possible exception of the City dump, which gives truckmen 
a pretty long haul to dispose of their loads, and I offer as a 
suggestion that the householders keep their ashes separate, 
apart from rubbish and other refuse, as there would be no ob- 
jection to clean ashes at any of these dumps. An average of 
two loads a day of rubbish and decayed vegetation going to 
the City dump. 


DEAD ANIMALS. 


_ There have been 52 dead horses reported and cared for at 
the City dump and by Mr. Barton, as well as 302 dead dogs 
and 155 dead cats, all taken to the City dump and buried. 


SEWAGE. 


During the past year, through my efforts, sewer extensions 
have been laid through the following streets: Lower East 
otreet, Lower Elm Street, Ontario Street, Meadow Lane, King 
otreet extension, Maloney Street, Plinn Street, Sadler Avenue 
and Euclid Avenue. 125 sewer connections having been made, 
thereby eliminating many cess-pools in these sections. 


Y ARDS. 


Complaints have been many regarding the condition of 
yards throughout the City. To overcome these conditions in 
general I again recommend that a Clean-up Week be put into 
effect during the present year.

I have been out on inspections of slaughtering at the slaugh- 
ter house and surrounding farmhouses to the number of 182. 

I wish to recommend to the Board the following :— 

That the Board ask the City Council to adopt an ordinance 
on the keeping of chickens as it is done in other cities. 

That the Board adopt some kind of an ordinance for separate 
water connections for double houses throughout the city. 

That the Board ask for a special appropriation for the Clean- 
ing of Rivers and Banks. 

And that the Board adopt during the present year and as 
early as possible a sanitary abatoir slaughter house, centrally 
located.

In compliance with a State law a dispensary for the care of 
tubercular cases was established and opened to the public on 
July 1, 1915. Arrangements were made to use rooms in the 
out-patient department at the House of Mercy and regular 
clinic hours were selected, Wednesday of each week, from 7 to 
8 in the evening and Thursday of each week, from 11 to 12 in 
the morning. 

The number of patients who made use of the opportunity 
to attend the clinic to January, 1916, was 17 . 

The experience in numbers here compares favorably with 
the experience in other clinics established previously in this 
State, and it is expected that greater numbers will make use 
of this clinic when its purpose becomes more generally under- 
stood.

To Has Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council: — 
GENTLEMEN :— 


I have the honor to submit the annual report of the Pittsfield 
Fire Department for the year ending December 31st, 1915. 

I herewith submit the report of the work of the Pittsfield 
Fire Department, which will include a list of fires and alarms, 
the causes of fires as near as could be ascertained, the value of 
property at risk, the amount of loss, the insurance, and the 
insurance paid on the same, recommendations for the ensuing 
year, and other information which I deem of interest. 


FIRE ALARMS. 


The department has responded to 197 alarms during the 
vear, of which 45 were box alarms, 1 of these being second 
alarm fire, 146 telephone calls, and 6 verbal calls, 3 of the box 
alarms being false. A total of 22 calls less than last year. 


APPARATUS. 


The apparatus of the department consists of one 75 ft. 
American LaFrance gasoline electric four wheel drive aerial 
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truck, one Pope-Hartford chemical combination, one Pope- 
Hartford Chief's car, one Pope-Hartford service car, two Sea- 
grave chemical combinations, one horse drawn chemical com- 
bination in service, one horse drawn chemical combination in 
reserve, one small ladder truck in reserve, one Metropolitan 
engine, one Silsby engine, one Clapp & Jones engine, one horse 
drawn chemical combination, one Clapp engine at West Pitts- 
field Station. 


APPARATUS DISTRIBUTED AS FOLLOWS: 


CENTRAL STATION— One motor aerial truck, two motor 
combination: chemical and hose, one Chief's car, one service 
car, one Metropolitan engine, one Silsby engine. 

MORNINGSIDE STATION—One motor combination chemical 
and hose, one horse drawn combination chemical and hose in 
service, one horse drawn combination chemical and hose in re- 
serve, one small horse drawn ladder truck in reserve. 

West PITTSFIELD STATION— One horse drawn combination 
chemical and hose, one Clapp & Jones engine.

FIRE PREVENTION. 
During the year there have been 1,104 inspections of build- 
ings by members of this department. 
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There have been two deaths caused by fire in dwellings: 

March 8th, Mrs. Patrick Condron burned trying to ex- 
tinguish fire. Died in hospital March 10th. 

August 24th, Mrs. Winifred Davis burned by explosion of 
kerosene o1l can. Died in hospital August 26th. 


RECOMMENDATIONS, 1916. 


I would recommend the placing of new fire-alarm apparatus 
in the headquarters station, as the present apparatus is now 
working beyond its limit and over-loaded. 

I would recommend the purchase of a machinist's lathe. 
This machine will enable us to do our own repairing, which at 
times is necessary in the middle of the night. 

I would recommend the purchase of 3,000 ft. of hose at 
once. In the recommendations last year I asked for 2,000 feet 
of hose and received 1,000 feet. Our hose supply must be 
kept up to the standard of 10,000 ft. 

I would recommend a concrete apparatus floor at the Cen- 
tral Station, as the present floor is very much patched up and 
in poor condition for motor apparatus. 

I would recommend that Rules and Regulations for this 
department be adopted and printed in pamphlet form. 

I would recommend a telephone exchange be placed in the 
Central Station, with two direct receiving lines. This would 
cost no more than the present system. 

I would recommend the Chief's office, Chief's bedroom, 
Deputy Chief's bedroom, and telephone room, be painted, 
papered and repaired, these rooms have been painted but once 
in twenty years. 

I would recommend four steam pipe coils on apparatus floor 
as the present heat radiation 1s not enough for motor apparatus. 

I would recommend new plumbing fixtures be placed in the 
Central Station and one new bath room. The present plumb- 
ing is not in a sanitary condition, having bcen in use since the 
erection of the building, and beyond repair. 

I would recommend the placing of a fire-alarm box on the 
outside of every school building in the City. This to include 
the parochial school building.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


To further increase the safety of the traveling public I 
would recommend safety zones to be placed in front of the 
Berkshire County Savings Bank Building, England Bros., 
Miller Building, Mills Building, Maplewood Hotel, and the 
Car Barn. These zones to extend six fcet from the electric 
car tracks and twenty feet along side of them, having in one 
corner of the zone a large plate reading ''Safety Zone, order 
of Police Department." This zone to have a painted six inch 
border. 

I would recommend the placing of upright standards three 
feet high reading ‘‘To Right” in the center of the street at the 
following points: West St., opposite Clapp Ave., North St. 
opposite Union, North St. opposite Maplewood Ave., and 
North St. opposite the Car Barn. I would have an officer at 
each of these points a few hours each day to instruct the public. 
The City Council should make an ordinance to punish anyone 
who drives within a Safety Zone that is occupied or about to 
be occupied by any person, or who does not drive to the right 
around a standard. 
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I would recommend that we have one motor-cycle officer 
to patrol South St. to the Lenox Line, West St. to the Hancock 
Line and Tyler and Wahconah Streets. This would put a stop 
to the reckless driving of Automobiles and Motor-cycles and 
would put a stop to the use of open mufflers. This recom- 
mendation is made owing to the alarming increase of accidents 
during the past year. 

I would recommend that the City Council make a special 
appropriation for sign boards to be placed one mile from center 
of the City on all main roads warning automobiles not to exceed 
fifteen miles per hour and not to use open mufflers through the 
streets of the city. 

I would recommend the purchase of new revolvers for the 
entire Police Department. Those in use at the present time 
are mostly cheap makes of all kinds and some of them are 
twenty years old, and practically worthless as a firearm. 

This Department is in urgent need of five (5) more Patrol 
boxes to be located at the following points:— 

Jordan Ave. and West Street. 
Turner Ave. and Seymour Street. 
Tyler and Burbank Streets. 
Bradford and North Streets. 
Elm and Newell Streets. 

I take this occasion to call to the attention of the City 
Council the need of more men for this department. The addi- 
tions to the force have been too few to keep up to the rapid 
growth of the City. The Department is sadly handicapped 
without enough men to successfully cope with the problems that 
confront it every day. Two more men are needed for Traffic 
Duty at the corner of Fenn and North Street and one more for 
a new post, to extend from the Elm St. bridge to Holmes 
Road, to Dawes Ave., to Appleton Ave., and High St. and 
along the east branch of the Housatonic River to Elm St., 
and one man to do detail work at night, that is, to take the 
Officers' Post who is away on a vacation. These men are an 
absolute necessity. 

I have made it a point to ask for nothing but things ab- 
solutely necessary, to put this department, the one nearest 
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to the public, on a proper plane of efficiency. When the de- 
partment is allowed nothing year after year by the different 
city councils a crisis is imminent. I assure you, gentlemen, 
four new men and new and modern firearms for the entire force 
are just what are needed at the present time and I sincerely 
hope that the city council will do all in its power to help put 
this department where it belongs—the first in the State of 
Massachusetts. 

In conclusion I thank his Honor, the Mayor, George W. 
Faulkner, the members of the City Council, the Honorable 
Judge Hibbard, Probation Officer David L. Evans, Clerk of 
the Court, Thomas F. Conlin, City Physician, H. H. Bard, and 
also our Police Matron, Mrs. James F. Deane, for their valuable 
services and hearty co-operation during the past year. 

I wish also to say a word of appreciation for the hearty 
co-operation of Captain Hudner, Inspector McColgan, Sergeant 
Monks and the efficiency and loyalty of the men of this depart- 
ment.

REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS

To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council:— 


We present herewith a report of the operations of this 
department for the year 1915. 

Among the most important pieces of work acsmlisbed 
were the paving of New West Street, the South Street Sewer, 
New Sewer Filtration Beds, an unusual amount of new side- 
walk construction, besides a number of extensions to the water 
works and new sewer systems. | 

The Citv is recovering somewhat from the general business 
depression which has prevailed for some time, and indications 
for the coming year give promise of a resumption along building 
lines, which is reflected very materially in the sewer and water 
departments, when business 1s good. 

The following pages contain detailed reports of various 
pieces of work, and sufficient is given in each instance for an 
intelligent idea of the same, considering the space at hand. 


WATER WORKS. 


The water supply has been ample for all purposes during 
the year, and no curtailment has been made for legitimate uses. 
In the early part of the year we were somewhat fearful on ac- 
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count of the dry weather, but all fears were dispelled by the 
continued wet weather from July forward. 

The level of the water in the storage reservoirs has been 
well maintained, at no time during the season having reached 
below five feet at the overflow of Ashley Lake, nor lower than 
ten feet below the overflow at Farnham Dam. At this writing 
the water at Ashley Lake is six inches below the spillway, and 
at Farnham Dam but three inches below the spillway. The 
possibility of operating the pumping stations therefore, during 
the coming season, unless something unforseen should occur, 
is very remote. 

In connection with the abolition of sources of pollution 
of the supply, and also for the conservation of the same, the 
Board have acquired the property in the Town of Washington 
on Ashley Lake watershed, known as the Sand Hill lot. The 
property was purchased of Norcross Brothers of Worcester, 
Mass. The parcel contains 371% acres a considerable area of 
which ‘is heavily wooded, the price paid was $800. 

The Board have done nothing in the line of reforestation 
during the year, but recommend to your Honorable Body the 
need of an appropriation for such work for the coming season. 

The average consumption of water in 1915 was 5.6 millions 
gallons daily and is excessive. The monthly summary was as 
follows :—

A perusal of the above figures would seem to be sufficient 
to convince the most skeptical that it is high time we were do- 
ing something to reduce the waste of water in the city. A 
house to house inspection has been carried on from May 1st 
to the end of the year. Leaky fixtures were found to the 
- number of 1850 in 1630 tenements and were repaired the co- 
operation of the consumers being very gratifying. But more 
effective means are needed and in our opinion the best method 
is a general installation of water meters. The work or at least 
a portion of the City should be metered the coming year.

WATER CONNECTIONS. 


New water service have been connected with the system 
to the number of 245. The length of pipe in various sizes being 
used on the work amounting to 15,589 feet, all of which was 
either genuine wrought iron pipe or steel galvanized pipe. 


FINANCES. 


Following is a statement of the finances of the water works 
for the year 1915. Information concerning the details may 
be had more fully by consulting the reports of the Auditor, 
Tax Collector and Treasurer. The expense of running the 
department for the year is greater than the receipts, a condition 
unusual for a great many years. The actual receipts are smaller 
for 1915 than for the year previous which may be accounted 
for by the fact that the General Electric Company plant has 
been running on short time and with greatly reduced forces. 
[he general depression in business has also caused a great 
number of vacancies. We are also paying for the first time a 
portion of the debt on Farnham Dam and pipe lines, the pay- 
ment on debt this year being $16,000 greater than for 1914.

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HIGHWAYS. 


The highways of the City have shown no decided improve- 
ment over last year. Early in the spring all the roads and 
streets were gone over with the road machines and turnpiked 
and smoothed up as far as the funds available for the work 
would go. We received as an appropriation for highways 
about $21,000 and owing to the very heavy snow storms in 
December we had transferred from other of our own account 
about $3,000 to highways. The snow storms cost the city 
about $4,500. For this we have of course absolutely nothing 
to show. We have used more oil in street sprinkling the past 
year and to this no doubt has been due in a great measure, 
the roads keeping in as good condition -as they did. An ap- 
propriation adequate to properly care for the roads and make 
some permanent improvement, should be made each year to 
come. 


UPPER NORTH STREET. " 


This street, from the Lanesboro southerly a distance of 
about a mile, was regraded and surfaced. The roadway for 
a width of 18 feet was excavated to a depth of eight inches in 
the center, and five inches at the sides, and filled with slag 
from the dump at the old iron furnaces in Lanesboro. "This 
was covered with an inch of fine gravel and thoroughly rolled. 
Liquid asphalt was then applied at the rate of 6-10 of a gallon 
per square yard, covered with fine trap rock and screenings, 
and rolled again. Unfortunately a series of heavy rainstorms 
immediately followed the oiling and rolling of the road which 
caused some detriment to the oiled surface. The whole came 
out however very well and was a much needed improvement. 
The cost of the road work was thirty-eight cents per square 
yard. 
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CONGRESS STREET REPAIRS. 


The City Council early in the year accepted this street as a 
city way and made an appropriation of $700 to grade and put 
it in shape. This was done from Chickering Street to High 
Street, and the street given a coat of 12 inches of gravel and 
rolled. The tree lines were graded and treated with loam. 


EAsT STREET REPAIRS. 


This street near the residence of Frank Hale being of a 
very sandy nature is in bad shape generally much of the summer 
season. Sixty loads of sand were taken off and the street 
covered with a coating of good gravel. About four hundred 
and fifty loads of gravel were used in the work. 


New Lenox Roap REPAIRS. 


Repairs were made on this road from the Cooley farm to 
the Lenox town line. Four hundred and nineteen loads of 
gravel were used on the street. 


SOUTH AVENUE REPAIRS. 


An appropriation of $2,000 was made by the City Council 
for working this street to the established grade it having been 
accepted as a city way. The street was graded including the 
sidewalks, and six inches of gravel put on and rolled. Cobble 
stone gutters were laid from Onota Street westerly to the top 
of the hill. The street adjoins the Bartlett School and the 
improvement is very marked. 


WesT STREET REPAIRS. 


A stone roadway 1030 feet in length and 12 feet in width 
was laid on the section of road. The depth of the roadway 
was two feet in the center and six inches on the sides. The 
stone used in the work was given the city by two generous 
abuttors, Robert Williams and Mrs. H. M. Morrow. 
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CHURCHILL STREET REPAIRS. 


A section of roadway 1,050 feet long and 10 feet in width 
was excavated on this street and filled in with large field stone 
and covered with gravel. "The soil in the street is hardpan and 
the road is almost impassable in seasons of the year. The 
stone and gravel used in the work was contributed by John A. 
Spoor and amounted to 500 loads. 


West HOUSATONIC STREET AND WOODLEIGH AVENUE. 


This improvement was performed by O. T. Benedict under 
contract with the City. The type of construction is asphaltic 
macadam, seven inches in depth, and eighteen feet in width 
of trap rock. "The top course is treated with asphaltic cement 
(Bermudez) by the penetration method, at the rate of two 
gallons to the square yard. The work comprises 3,508 square 
yards as is 1,732 feet in length. The street is one of the main 
arteries of the city, much used by autoists, and the improve- 
ments are much appreciated. 


WEsT STREET PAVING. 


The concrete base for this street was laid by the city during 
the year of 1914. The wearing coat was constructed of asphal- 
tic macadam three inches in thickness. The sidewalks ad- 
jacent to the street were resurfaced with asphalt. The area 
paved amounted to 1,259 square yards. 


New WesT STREET PAVEMENT. 


The contract for completing this work was awarded to 
Weed & Walsh of Mechanicsville, N. Y., the lowest bidders. 
The construction consisted in completing the concrete base, 
curbs and cement walks begun by the city in 1914, grading 
the premises, and laying brick pavement. The joints between 
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the brick (American) were filled with Genasco (asphalt) filler 
to provide elasticity in the pavement by reason of the usual 
settlement of the surface in this vicinity each year. "The brick 
were tested as to quality. The area paved was 5,813 square 
yards. The Berkshire Street Railway Company re-imbursed 
the city $2,410 for the share of the work done between its 
tracks and for eighteen inches outside thereof. 


LONGVIEW TERRACE BRIDGE. 


The steel foot-bridge formerly in use at Lyman Street 
was re-assembled and erected over the river at this street, and 
wooden cribs filled with stone put in place for supports. The 
approaches were roughly graded and connection made between 
East Street and Parkside Avenue. The bridge is a great ac- 
commodation for residents of the Lakewood section. 


RESURFACING SOUTH STREET. 


There is little doubt but that we all agree that 1t would be a 
good thing to have permanent pavement on this street. The 
cost is great however and until this condition changes to treat 
the street as has been the custom for some years back seems the 
best solution. The street is scarified, rolled down, and a coat- 
ing of trap rock put on and rolled. This is then treated with 
calcium chloride, and the street being shady very good results 
are obtained and the street is very pleasant to drive over. 
This condition holds good unless very heavy rains are had soon 
after the work is done. 


Hayes PLACE REPAIRS. 


The Board of Health acting in its proper capacity authoriz- 
ed the abatement of a nuisance on this street which consisted 
of stagnant water. The street was graded and connected with 
a surface drain to Bradford Street. 
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BRIDGE REPAIRS. 


The following bridges have been newly planked :—Second 
Street, West Housatonic Street, Swamp Road, Rice, Newell 
Street, Cutting, Noble, Pomeroy, and the bridge at the Gov- 
ernment Mill. New guard rails have been put on the South 
Street bridge over the railroad, six hundred feet of guard rail 
built at Taconic Bridge, and new high board fence at the ap- 
proaches of the junction bridge. Numerous and varied small 
repairs have been made on bridges, beside painting of fourteen. 


ELM BEETLE. 


All the trees on city property have been sprayed as a pre- 
caution against the ravages of this pest. No indications of its 
presence have been noted and the same is due no doubt to the 
vigilance of the department. 


AUTOMOBILES. 


The City Council appropriated sufficient money for the 
purchase of two Ford cars for this department. One was as- 
signed to the Engineer and the other to the Supt. of Streets. 
This brought about the saving of cost of two hired teams be- 
sides adding greatly to the efficiency of the department. The 
old Berkshire car which has been in the department since 1909 
was overhauled and turned over to the Water Department as a 
truck. 


STREET SIGNS. 


Street signs to the number of 170 were purchased and erect- 
ed during the year. The signs are blue enamel with white 
letters and are easily distinguishable. 
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Roap TO CITY SCALES. 
An asphalt roadway was laid from Dunham Street to the 


City Scales on Allen Street a distance of about 100 feet. The 
work cost $90.25. 


CATCH-BASIN ON COMMON. 
A catch-basin was installed on the Common to drain the 


baseball field, and was connected to the surface drain in First. 
otreet. 


City HALL Fire PROTECTION. 
Vinette hose cocks were installed in the City Hall basement 


and on the second floor, the main floor being already equipped. 
The cost was $128.75.

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STREET LIGHTING. 


The Pittsfield Electric Company have continued to light 
the streets under contract. The Company is to be commended 
upon the excellent service rendered. The City has again en- 
tered into a contract with the Company to light the streets of 
the City, for a period of ten years, and at prices which seemed 
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attractive to the city. The White Way, so-called, has been 
extended as far as the junction of North and Wahconah Streets. 
The number of lamps maintained at present are as follows:— 
162-600 candle power pendants, 10-1000 candle power nitrogen 
lamps, 51 luminous arcs, and 1341-60 candle power incandescents. 


STREET SPRINKLING. 


The Board departed somewhat from its usual custom in 
letting the street sprinkling work by contract. Under the 
contract system the contractor gets paid on rainy days when 
his services are not needed. The Board decided to try out 
the matter for one year with its own carts, and hiring the teams 
and paying them only when actually employed. The year 
past is hardly a good one perhaps to base calculations, as we 
had a particularly rainy season, but the saving effected was 
very large. We are well satisfied the city can do the work 
cheaper than to let it by contract. The Board have practically 
decided upon the purchase of a motor oiler and sprinkler, and 
will use a great deal more oil for sprinkling during the coming 
season than ever. 


ScHOOL REPAIRS. 


The Board has had the care of school buildings, grounds 
and furniture for the year. Important repairs have been made 
as follows:—New flues in boiler at High School, bricking up 
arches and new fire doors and fire alarm system at the same 
school, new fire alarm system both buildings at Mercer school 
and metal lath and plaster ceiling im basement. New fire 
boxes in furnaces, painting basement and new blackboard at 
Rice school, new storm windows at Russell school and covering 
boiler and steam pipes with asbestos. Two toilets inside and 
cess-pool at West Part school, painting and repairing stone wall 
at Redfield school, new cement walk and steps at the Dawes 
school, new Johnson service air pump at High school. These 
and many other repairs too numerous were made at the various 
buildings. The schools are in a very good state of repair. 
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NEW SEWERS. 


The Board have laid during the year 2.22 miles of sewer 
laterals, the most important of which was the South Street 
sewer. The line extends from Crofut St. to South Mountain 
Road, and is constructed mainly of 14 and 15 inch tile and cast 
iron pipe, being reduced to 10 inch on Howard Hill, so-called. 
The contract for the work was awarded to John E. Palmer of 
Boston, he being the lowest bidder in public competition. The 
sewer crosses the railroad under the tracks, and is carried over 
the river on concrete piers. The grade in some instances not 
exceeding one foot in a thousand feet. The maximum cut was 
twenty-six feet on the Hurlbut hill. The total cost of the 
work was $14,357.92. The sewers laid in detail were as fol-

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SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 


Sixteen new sand filter beds for the disposal of sewage have 
been completed during the year, having a net area of 13.53 
acres, making the total filtration area now available for use 
40.88 acres or an increase of 33 per cent. When the work un- 
der construction is completed there will be 50 beds for filtering 
covering a total area of 55 acres. With the increase in the 
amount of sewage pumped to the filter beds during the year 
1915, by reason of operating the pumps sixteen hours each day, 
instead of eight hours per day as in previous years, the filter 
area was overloaded. With the additional area now nearly 
completed the increase in sewage can be properly treated with- 
out injury to the beds. "The rate of filtration will be reduced 
from 132,000 gallons per acre per day to 88,000 gallons per 
acre per day, which is about the proper proportion for the new 
area of the fields. Other and different methods of filtration or 
treatment will have to be provided as the city increases in 
population, as all the available area of suitable land now owned . 
by the city is covered with sand filters. A reduction in the 
waste of water of sizable amount would effect a saving in the 
operation of the system, provide for an increase of population 
in the citv, and extend the time for enlarging the capacity of 
the sewage disposal plant. 

The contract for constructing the sand filters this year 
was finally awarded to the Perini Construction Company, Inc., 
of Ashland, Mass. Work was begun on August 24th, and con- 
tinued until January, when the construction was nearly com- 
pleted. Five of the new beds were placed in use in November, 
and six more may be used this Winter or next Spring. The 
remaining five beds will not be ready for operation until the 
work is completed about June 1st. Owing to weather condi- 
tions the work was necessarily delayed until Spring of 1916. 

The work involved earth excavation of about 68,000 cubic 
yards, and 32 carloads of pipe ranging in size from four to 20 
inches in diameter were used in the work. 

The average amount of sewage conveyed to the pumping 
station in 1915 was 3.6 millions of gallons daily. 
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SEWER CONNECTIONS. 


The conditions of the building trade are apparent from 
the connections made to the sewer system during the year the 
total number of which was 126. This compared with 191 for 
the previous year, and with 308 for the year 1913 shows a 
very decided falling off. In view of the general depression 
which has prevailed we should be gratified at the number of 
connections made as the construction of 126 new buildings is 
quite a healthy growth. 


REPAIR AND CARE OF SEWERS. 


The sewer system has been thoroughly flushed in mains 
and laterals and no serious trouble has been experienced during 
the year. The section of trunk sewer at Silver Lake near 
Fourth Street has been our greatest source of trouble along 
this line.

The Overseers of the Poor of the City of Pittsfield herewith submit 
their annual report for the year ending December 31, 1915. 


The business depression at the beginning of the year 1915, was very 
great, but later in the year, conditions improved and there was work for 
all until the winter set in. 


We have an increasing number of deserted families. We insist, in 
these cases, upon complaints being brought for non-support under the 
"Uniform Desertion Act". If possible, we have the deserters brought 
back and committed by the District Court, and fifty cents per day is col- 
lected toward the support of the family. 


The demands upon this Department continue to increase from year 
to year, as is natural, owing to the rapid growth of the City. 


During the year, we have fitted out at the City Farm, an excellent 
laundry, also a new toilet room in the Warden's apartments, which adds 
greatly to the comfort of the Warden's family. 


The Board now thinks that the City Farm Buildings are in good repair 
with the exception of some floors which we hope to renew this year. 


The present Warden Ernest H. Cooke, and Matron Miriam C. Cooke, 
were appointed February 15, 1915, under Civil Service rules, and have 
given perfect satisfaction to the members of the Board of Overseers and to 
the public at large. 
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We wish to acknowledge the cooperation and assistance of the Chari- 
table Organizations of the City as well as that of many charitable inclined 
people. 


In this report no mention is made of bills payable or bills receivable 
as they come in the cash payments and cash reimbursements of the next 
year.

Of the amount of $16,000 expended for Outside Poor, $9,952.87 was 
charged to the City of Pittsfield; $3,940.91 was expended for State Poor; 
and $2,106.22 was expended for persons having a legal settlement else- 
where within the Commonwealth, but living in this City. 


The number of families aided in 1915 was 375, comprising 666 males 
and 686 females, making a total of 1,352 persons aided. 
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Twenty persons having no settlement within the Commonwealth 
were sent to the state hospital at Tewksbury.

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CITY FARM. 


For a second time the Board rented the farm from the J. Harvey 
Smith estate. We have been able to use for a portion of the year, the 
house situated on the farm, for two families. We have grown a large 
quantity of potatoes and oats on this farm and are considering the ques- 
tion of renting it for another year. 


The Board expended $1,500 this year on permanent improvements. 
A new up-to-date laundry was installed during the year, which we consider 
as good as any now in similar institutions in the State. 


There was much need of new floors and had 5000 ft. of good maple 
flooring laid, all of which work was done by the inmates. It will be neces- 
sary for us to lay about 3000 ft. of maple flooring during 1916.

The number of inmates at the City Farm January 1, 1915, was 65; 
52 males and 13 females. There were admitted during the year, 88; 3 
died and 89 were discharged, leaving the number of inmates at the Farm, 
January 1, 1916, 61. Twenty-six of the inmates are between 60 and 95 
years of age, eight are more than 80 years of age. 


The gross cost per week for maintenance of each person was $3.85. 


The net expense at the City Farm after deducting cash paid for board, 
was $9,326.83. 


The average net weekly cost per inmate was $3.26.

Numerous new claims against the city have been presented 
to the City Council and referred to the Joint Standing Com- 
mittee on Claims for consideration. Numerous other claims, 
filed during the current year, which were referred to the Com- 
mittee on Claims during the past municipal year were consid- 
ered and given leave to withdraw. | 

Among the matters which are deserving of special notice 
at this time, are the cases of Winston & Co. vs. the City of 
Pittsfield and the action of John P. Sayles et al vs. the Board 
of Public Works. 

The first of these cases was referred to special counsel em- 
ployed by the citv. This was a proceeding in equity arising 
out of the construction for the city by the complainant of 
““Farnham Reservoir” with its accessories, wherein the com- 
plainant sought to collect an alleged balance of account due 
them for work done under contract and to restrain the city 
from enforcing certain penalties imposed upon the complainants 
thereunder. This bill has been dismissed. A new proceeding 
arising out of the same contract, however, has now been brought 
in the U. S. District Court at Boston. 

The action of Sayles et ali. vs. Board of Public Works was 
an equitable proceeding in which the petitioners sought a writ 
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of certiorari to quash certain action of the respondent board in 
respect to the reconstruction of a sidewalk of the westerly side 
of Appleton Avenue in this city and also to test the constitu- 
tionality and provisions of Section 29 of our city charter in 
relation to the construction and reconstruction of sidewalks up- 
on public ways and levying an assessment for a part of the cost 
thereof upon the abutting properties. As this provision of our 
charter has been in active force under the present and preceed- 
ing charters of this municipality since its incorporation as a 
city more than 25 years ago, a very considerable importance 
was attached to the outcome of this proceeding in view of the 
large sums expended and collected by the city authorities in 
this form of public works and the widespread feeling of inse- 
curity and unrest which would result from a judicial finding 
denying the validity of the charter provision in question. The 
cause was heard before Justice Crosby in May and reserved 
at that time upon the pleadings and a statement of facts agreed 
upon between the parties for the consideration of the full bench 
of the Supreme Judicial Court. In September at the law sitting 
of the court oral arguments by counsel were heard and the is- 
sues of law were submitted at length upon briefs. In October, 
the court by Chief Justice Rugg rendered a decision at some 
length sustaining the constitutionality of the charter provision 
and dismissing the petition. 


SPECIAL ACTS OF LEGISLATURE. 


In April 1915, the General Court of the Commonwealth 
passed a special act entitled, ‘‘An Act to Authorize the City of 
Pittsfield to Incur Additional Indebtedness for Sewerage Pur- 
poses”, and authorizing this city to issue, from time to time, 
bonds or notes to an amount not exceeding one hundred thous- 
and dollars for the purpose of laying out and constructing sewers 
and a system or systems of sewerage and sewage disposal.

OF THE 


PARK COMMISSION 


February 1, 1916. * 
To the Honorable Mayor, and Members of the City Council: 
GENTLEMEN: 


We have the honor of presenting the third annual report 
of the Board of Park Commissioners. The personnel of the 
board was the same as in 1914, George W. Merriam having 
been re-appointed by Mayor George W. Faulkner April 26 and 
confirmed by the Board of Aldermen on the same date for a 
five-year term beginning May 1, 1915. Fred T. Francis was 
re-elected chairman and John M. Flynn was re-appointed clerk. 
James McGovern was re-appointed superintendent of parks. 

During the vear the Citv Council, upon recommendation 
of the Commission, purchased the William Pitt plavgrounds 
and nine additional lots at Springside Park, the cost being 
$17,000. 

The appropriation of $500 made by the City Council for 
a pavilion at Burbank park, Onota Lake, as recommended 
by the Commission filled an important want and greatly in- 
creased the attendance at that beauty spot during the summer. 
A band concert was held there one Sunday afternoon and the 
attendance at the park during the day was estimated as between 
6,000 and 7,000 people. 

One half of the park on the south shore of Pontoosuc lake 
was cleared of underbrush in 1915 and it is desired to have suf- 
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ficient funds to clear the other half in 1916. A new pavilion at 
Pontoosuc lake is badly needed. 

During the year a large number of seats were put up at 
Pontoosuc lake park, Burbank park and Springside park. 

A new roadway was laid out at Springside park and gravel- 
ed. | 

The sum of $4,600 was appropriated for care of parks in 
1915, including the regular appropriation of $4,500 and a special 
appropriation of $100 for graveling road at Springside park. 
The Commission expended $4,501.88, leaving a balance of 
$98.12. "i 

The appropriation for playgrounds was $3,300 and the 
expenditures from the city appropriation $2,989.64, although 
there were some expenditures for playgrounds from a private 
fund which the Park and Playground association secured by 
subscription. The balance in the regular city appropriation 
for playgrounds at the close of the year was $10.36. 

There was an appropriation of $500 by the City Council 
for pavilion at Burbank park upon recommendation of the 
Commission and 1t cost $459.13, a balance of $40.87 being left 
in the treasury. 

The Commission again looked after the band concerts 
expending the $400 which was appropriated for that purpose, 
eight concerts being given. 

The receipts for 1914 and 1915 which were turned into the 
city treasury amounted to $178 of which amount $28 was re- 
ceived from the sale of hay and $150 was for rentals at the 
park on the south shore of Pontoosuc lake. 


PLAYGROUNDS. 


The appropriation of $3,000 for plavgrounds was expended 
under the supervision of the Park Commission and in con- 
junction with the Park and Playground Association. 

The work of the playgrounds during the summer months 
was very successful in every line of its varied activities. The 
attendance far exceeded that in all previous vears despite the

fact that the season was unusually rainy. The total attendance 
was 89,579, the number registered 33,345, the number swim- 
ming at Springside park 12,356, and the number swimming at 
Pontoosuc lake, 7,365. 

It is desired to continue the same plavgrounds which were 
in operation in 1915, extend somewhat the one in the Pontoosuc 
section; start an experimental playground somewhere in Ward 
Five and also one in the Elm street section. 

It seems imperative to the Commission that the athletic 
field at the Common be resurfaced, so as to make it less danger- 
ous for the athletes and furthermore to improve it as a playing 
field. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


We again stronglv urge that the spur trolley track on 
East Street, north of City Hall Park be removed. It is an 
impossibility to preserve the beauty of the park unless the 
tracks at this point are removed. 

We recommend that a concrete bridge and culvert be 
erected at Springside park. - 

We recommend that a new pavilion be put up at Pontoosuc 
lake. 

We recommend the curbing of the triangular plot of land 
north of the House of Mercv as teams driving onto the park are 
fast destroving it. 

We recommend the resurfacing of the athletic field on the 
Common. 

The triangular park at the junction of Peck's Road and 
Wahconah Street, the Curtin propertv, should be purchased 
by the city and curbed. i 

We recommend fixing up of the baseball field and pond at 
Springside park and the fencing in of Springside park. 

We recommend that a building for shelter in case of ex- 
tremely hot or rainy days be provided at the William Pitt 
playgrounds and also a wading pool there.

To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Cowncil:— 


GENTLEMEN :— 


I have the honor to submit herewith the annual report of 
omoke Inspector for the year ending December 31, 1915. 

I find from my inspections of the plants in the City that the 
majority are equipped with stokers, smokeless furnaces, or 
have boiler capacity of sufficient size to avoid any smoke nuis- 
ance and are operated within the law. There are a few excep- 
tions but conditions are being changed in these plants and I 
expect good results from them. 

The occasional violation of the law 1s due to a great extent 
to receiving low grade coal which is a difficult problem to solve 
as it is almost impossible to have all the coal that is shipped 
into the City of high grade. 

While the nuisance caused by the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. 
locomotives have improved, there are still some complaints. 
I have taken up this matter again with the railroad officials 
and believe they will do everything possible to remedy the 
trouble. Frequently complaints are made without knowledge 
of the law which allows the omission of dense gray or black 
smoke for not more than five minutes continuously or not more 
than ninety minutes in twelve hours. Without the knowledge 
of this time limit, it would appear many times the law was be- 
ing violated when such was not the case.

AND POLICE SIGNAL SYSTEMS 


PITTSFIELD, Mass., January 1, 1916. 
To His Honor, the Mayor, and Members of the City Council :— 
GENTLEMEN: 


I herewith submit mv annual report for the year ending 
December 31st, 1915. 

The Fire Alarm and Police Signal Systems have been im- 
proved during the past year by extending the underground. 
About four miles of wire have been put in on the following 
streets: North, Wahconah, West Housatonic, Elm, and Colum- 
bus Avenue, making about twenty miles of wire in the under- 
ground conduits at the present time. 

Six miles of overhead wire have been removed on the fol- 
lowing streets: Summer St., Francis Ave., Columbus Ave., 
West Housatonic St., Center St., Elizabeth St., Henry Ave., 
Elm St., First St. and Orchard St. 

Ten miles of wire have been changed from the tops of 
poles to locations on poles to comply with the Fire and Police 
Wire Ordinance. 

One fire alarm box, No. 192, corner of Northumberland 
Rd. and William St. has been added to the system. 

Three combination Fire and Police Box Standards were in- 
stalled on the following streets: corner North and Burbank,

corner Columbus and Daniels Aves., corner West Housatonic 
St. and Beech Grove Terrace, and one Fire Alarm Standard 
at the corner of Lincoln St. and Wellington Ave. 

Three new Non-Interfering Boxes were installed to replace 
old type interfering Boxes, Nos. 16, 36, and 25. 

Three New Keyless Door Successive Boxes have replaced 
old type boxes Nos. 27, 43, and 372, giving the business section 
six keyless door boxes. 

The La Baron Air Whistle installed has given good satis- 
faction. | 

All boxes were inspected every four months and found to 
bein working order. 

All boxes and standards were repainted during the year. 

At the present time the Fire Alarm System is overloaded, 
and it is not advisable to add any more wire or boxes. The 
five circuits are now carrying about sixty-five miles of wire, 
from eleven to fifteen miles on each circuit. It is necessary to 
charge the batteries from seven to nine hours daily to carry 
the load where ordinarily a four and a half hour charge is suffi- 
cient. 

The system should be split up into at least eight circuits 
with about eight miles of wire to a circuit and to make this 
change the equipment at the Central Station should be a ten 
circuit system. 

I would recommend the installation of new ten circuit 
equipment at the Central Station also that all old style inter- 
fering Boxes be replaced by Non-Interfering Boxes, that lead 
cable be put in underground where there are more than two 
wires. That all boxes leading from the underground be put on 
iron standards and all Fire and Police Boxes be placed on a 
combination standard where it is possible to do so.

REPORT 


OF THE 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Honorable City Council: 


In accordance with a long standing custom which has per- 
haps acquired the force of an unwritten law, the school com- 
mittee present their annual report. The period covered is 
the year ending December 31st, 1915. 

Our records do not show the passage of many, if any, un- 
usual or extraordinary votes during the year, although some 
of the matters which have come before us for action have pro- 
voked prolonged discussion and wide divergence of opinion. 
We have, however, all made common cause of the problem of 
how best to combine economy and efficiency, and have aimed, 
before deciding important questions, to bring to bear upon 
them the combined thought, study and judgment of all the 
members of the committee. 

At the first meeting of the year, held on the seventh day of 
January, organization was effected as follows: Chairman, 
Joseph E. Peirson; Secretary, William Nugent; Representa- 
tive to City Council, John J. Nolan; Executive Committee, 
joseph E. Peirson, James H. Callahan, and Abram Friss. Of 
these men two, Mr. Nugent and Mr. Nolan, now retire from 
the committee after twenty-five years and six years respectively 
of continuous service. It is with unfeigned regret that those 
who remain take leave of these two colleagues. They have 
been efficient public servants, and pleasant and helpful asso- 
ciates. 

Regular meetings have been held on the first Thursday of 
each month except August, and special meetings (two in num- 
ber) as occasion has required. From time to time during the 
year several of the committec, in a body, have visited some of 
the larger schools for purposes of inspection and first hand 
information. 
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Early in the year it was voted that there was no further use 
for the Sykes and old Barkerville school houses, and the Board 
of Public Works were so notified. 

At the regular meeting in June a definite T schedule 
was adopted, affecting most of the positions throughout the 
system. 

Late in the fall a so called ‘‘fresh air" or ‘‘open window” 
room was opened at the Dawes School, and has since been main- 
tained. 

At the December meeting it was voted to pay the Visit- 
ing Nurses' Association the sum of fifty dollars a month for 
the last six months of the current school year for the services 
of the school nurses. Their work has hitherto been rendered 
gratuitously and with distinct advantage to all directly con- 
cerned. We desire in this report to make public expression 
of our appreciation of the work of the Association thus freely 
rendered. 

One vear ago Mr. McKernon, writing in behalf of the school 
committee, directed attention to the fact that ‘‘a committee 
of citizens made an exhaustive examination of all our school 
buildings about one year ago, and reported that many of them 
are in serious danger from fire." We regret that no adequate 
steps have as yet been taken to remedy the situation referred 
to, and renew the suggestions contained in the last report of 
the school committee. If all of the buildings which need such 
attention cannot be simultaneously improved, we urge that 
at least the one or more where hazard from fire is greatest be 
renovated without further delay. 

Room numbered 4 at the Redfield School, whose hygienic 
conditions have been the subject of some doubt and discussion 
during the year, has recently been examined by one of the 
state building inspectors, and favorably reported upon by him. 

Inasmuch as the superintendent of schools in his published 
report to this committee gives with sufficient fullness an ac- 
count of the year's work, together with other information, 
criticism, and recommendation, we will not carry this report 
beyond its present limits.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the Members of the School Committee of the City of Pittsfield: 


I hereby submit my sixth annual report which 1s the forty- 
fourth in the series. 

The report for this year will not differ in form from those 
which have preceded it. "There is a continuation of the general 
tables of financial and school statistics which have been found 
desirable for reference and for comparative purposes. If some 
method could be devised by which these statements could re- 
ceive more than a casual glance from the citizens there would 
be less unfounded criticism, and more sympathy with the per- 
plexing problems which confront the school department in a 
growing city. The rapidly increasing expenditures very nat- 
urally attracts attention. This annually increasing expendi- 
ture is due to both the increasing per capita cost and to the 
increasing number of pupils. The increasing per capita cost 
is explained to a large degree by the increasing scale of salaries, 
a situation not confined to school administration. The ad- 
dition of new activities, as for example medical inspection, and 
manual training, together with the increased cost of mainte- 
nance of the new buildings, which has reduced the congestion 
of pupils, all contribute their quota to the increasing per capita 
cost. 

The new Pomeroy School and the enlarged Dawes School 
bring to a close the building program for grade schools which 
was proposed several years ago. "There is now adequate ac- 
commodations for elementary pupils, although the distribution 
of facilities 1s far from ideal. The high school problem is yet 
unsettled. In the building program laid out it was planned to 
attack this problem after the elementary school facilities had 
been improved, and before the growth of the city again over- 
taxed the scating capacity of these schools. A more extended 
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discussion of this subject will be presented later in this report. 

It is to be regretted that the endeavor of the School Com- 
mittee to improve the conditions of many of our school build- 
ings in respect to fire hazards has had little result. This im- 
portant matter should be pressed until satisfactory results are 
obtained. 

We are conducting several branches of work under the di- 
rection of special supervisors, namely, music, drawing and 
writing. There are two supervisors for the work in music 
and one for each of the other two subjects. Music and draw- 
ing are included in the work of the high school and both show 
a healthy increase in interest. The city has now reached a 
size where it taxes the time of the single supervisor of drawing 
to cover all the schools. Either some one department must be 
slighted or the whole must suffer from too infrequent personal 
contact between the classes and the supervisor. The character 
of the work is such that it demands careful supervision. At 
present the supervisor personally conducts classes in the high 
school. 'The matter of an assistant supervisor deserves con- 
sideration. Outside of the class room supervision the super- 
visors hold classes of teachers for instruction paying special 
attention to the less experienced teachers. This system en- 
ables the supervisors to cover the field more frequently than 
would be possible if time were given to each teacher individually. 

The department maintains one central room for teaching 
manual training to seventh grade boys. For two years it has 
been necessary to eliminate groups of boys after the first half 
year because of the inadequate facilities. As the school popu- 
lation increases this situation becomes more acute. It will be 
necessary shortly to provide a second center with another in- 
structor. It would then be possible for a time to give a wider 
scope to this type of construction at a comparatively slight 
additional expense. When the central cooking school room was 
opened 1t was hoped that it might be possible to offer an elec- 
tive course to high school girls one day in the week. "This 
proved to be impossible as the eighth grade girls filled every 
section. It has been necessary to arrange the schedule to 
cover twelve groups in the ten sessions by having each session 
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omitted every sixth week. The same problem confronts this 
department that has been outlined for the manual training 


department.

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COMPARATIVE TABLE OF LOCAL EXPENDITURES 
PER PUPIL. 


The following table is presented to indicate the upward 
trend of the cost per pupil for the previous ten years. This 
table is similar in arrangement to one which appeared in the 
report of last year. That table was compiled by taking the 
official reports of the several yeats. During this series of 
years there had been no uniform period of time as a basis for 
the statement of expenditures. Both the school year and the 
municipal year had been used for this purpose according to the 
request of the State Board of Education. This discrepancy 
destroyed the value of the table for comparisons between the 
several years. In compiling the table below the expenditures 
were taken for the municipal year last preceding the school 
year indicated as this was the only complete data available. 
Reports are now being compiled using both the school and 
municipal year expenditures. The former is the accurate 
basis for computing the cost per pupil. In time a table ar- 
ranged upon this basis can be presented. Such a table will be 
of value for reference to any one year, and for comparative 
purposes over a period of years. Only the latter value can be 
attached to the following table. For comparing the local 
cost per pupil with other places within the state for any year 
the state report of that year should be used since for any one 
year the same arrangement was followed throughout the state:

ONE SIGNIFICANCE OF COMPARATIVE COST. 


Attention has been called during the year to the fact that 
in actual expenditures Pittsfield is spending for the mainte- 
nance of the public schools an amount considerable below the 
average expenditure of the statc. There are no facts avail- 
able to sustain the proposition that this difference in expendi- 
tures is due to any considerable extent to economics exercised 
beyond those practiced elsewhere in Massachusetts. There 
remains the conclusion that this city is spending less because 
it is doing less in the way of educational opportunities for its 
youth. Ifthe activities commonly connected with the public 
school systems but which are not found in our local schools, 
have been in force a sufficient time to establish themselves as 
essential parts of an efficient school system then the difference 


201 


in expenditure 1s a rough measure of the amount to which our 
schools fall short of the accepted mark. Without attempting 
any discussion of their merits it seems worth while to note 
some of the more conspicuous and generally adopted of these 
auxiliary activities. 

Manual training grading from simple paper cutting in the 
first grade through basketry, clay modelling, to woodworking; 
machine and forge work for the boys, dressmaking, millinery 
and cooking for the girls in the upper grades. In the high 
schools there are manual training courses for the boys, and 
domestic science courses for the girls. During the last few 
years prevocational, vocational courses and schools as well as 
continuation schools are being introduced rapidly. "The Pitts- 
field schools give one year of wood working to the boys and 
one vear of cooking to the girls in the grades. Nothing is 
done in this direction in the high school. 

The appreciable percentage for children of foreign parentage 
in industrial localities has led to special classes of such children 
until thev have acquired an elementary working knowledge of 
the English language. A better understanding of the feeble 
minded has resulted in the segregation of such children for 
special treatment. "There are classes for backward children, 
who through inaptitude, absence or other causes have failed 
to maintain their place in the regular class room. The value 
of open air schools for tubercular and anaemic pupils have 
demonstrated their value. Such schools are on the increase 
in progressive localities. Of the above examples of attention 
for special groups of pupils none has been introduced in our 
schools in a distinct form. Inexperienced teachers are in sev- 
eral of the buildings acting as assistants to the regular teachers. 
Their work is with groups of pupils who for any reason are 
failing to make normal progress. Such groups may include 
anv or all of the particular types mentioned. This special 
attention serves to diminish the amount of retardation which 
formerlv took place. This year an open window room was 
established in one building on an experimental basis. The 
_ attendance in this class was elective and no attempt was made 
to select children with tubercular or anaemic tendencies. 
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Nevertheless it is believed that the results obtained will be 
sufficient to encourage an extension of the open air plan. 
Our school system has kept apace with the generally in- 
creasing attention paid to medical inspection both from the 
preventative and curative view point. The effectiveness of 
the system has been increased by the addition of school nurses. 
Hitherto much of the services of the physicians was lost through 
the inability to reach homes. With the addition of a dental 
clinic, for which there is a real need, our medical inspection 
department will compare favorably with most communities. 
Why more of these generally accepted auxiliaries to a mod- 
ern public school system have not been introduced into our 
local school system 1s a fair question. The answer would be 
in the main that it has been a matter of expense and in part 
one of adequate facilities. For several vears it has strained 
the resources of the department to accommodate and to furnish 
teachers and materials for the rapidly increasing number of 
pupils. At this time while there are an adequate number of 
schools for the elementary pupils the congested condition at 
the high school would prevent an extension of the opportunities 
offered there even though the funds for maintenance were at hand. 
Comparative tables show that for the past five years our pub- 
lic schools have called for an average expenditure of thirty 
thousand dollars a year less than the average cost of the entire 
state. If any considerable number of the extended opportuni- 
ties or auxiliary aids to effectiveness mentioned above were 
made a part of our local school system this margin between 
the local and state average expenditure would rapidly disappear. 
This would be especially true if such extensions were largely in 
respect to manual and vocational courses. In maintaining 
such courses there is not only the increased cost per pupil for 
instruction, but the cost for equipment and materials is large.

It is with no little satisfaction that we are able to record 
favorable action upon the recommendation of several years' 
standing for school nurses. Although there are available no 
statistics to show the concrete benefits arising from the work 
of the nurses the results are apparent in every school. Even 
were such statistics at hand thev could not measure but in 
part the services of the school nurses. The preventative side 
of their work cannot be measured, nor can the friendly advice 
and assistance in many homes be subject to any measurement. 
A recent writer has summed up the matter in a paragraph 
which we take the liberty of quoting. 

* "The work of the school nurse is a most vital factor in any 
system of medical inspection of schools. In every quarter 
she has met with unqualified approval. The trained nurse in 
the work of medical inspection brings results that can be se- 
cured in no other way. Without her, the examinations might 
be made, the report cards filled out bv the examining physician, 
and sent by the teacher to the parents, the proper cards filed 
at the teacher's desk, and the proper report sent 1n to the board 
of health, and the children for whom all this labor has been 
performed be none the better off. All this is good work, and 
must be done; but there is still something lacking. Here 
the school nurse steps in. She assists with the examinations. 
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She visits the homes, especially the homes of those who so 
greatly need help; she visits them as a friend, she helps those 
responsible for the children to understand what the school 
medical examination card means to the child. Her personality 
touches the home. The mother finds her helpful in so many 
ways. The parents or guardians come, little by little, to trust 
her, they listen to her counsel, they are willing to follow her 
advice, and as a result the children who otherwise would be 
neglected, are taken as the school medical examination sug- 
gests to some physician or clinic for further examination and 
treatment. She follows these cases by visiting the homes 
again and again, and while looking after the school children 
under her care does not fail to teach the parents how to im- 
prove the hygienic conditions of the homes. She vitalizes the 
whole field of school medical inspection for she teaches the 
teachers, the children and the parents.” 

In New York City the exclusions on account of communi- 
cable diseases has been reduced to one-thirtieth of what they 
were at the time nurses were first employed. In four schools 
in Philadelphia 89 percent of the cases recommended to pa- 
rents for treatment were acted upon where there was the co- 
operation of the school nurse against 24 percent where there 
was no nurse. These figures are typical of the experience in 
many places. As the work becomes better organized particular 
attention will be paid to encouraging the parents to correct 
permanent defects as brought out by the physical examina- 
tions. Already encouraging progress has been made. A 
glance at the statistics shows the imperative need of such work 
especially in respect to the teeth. In the majority of instances 
these pupils require but minor attention to protect them against 
more serious results later. School physicians, the nurses, and 
teachers will feel the importance of some agency by which 
the needv cases of this kind may receive attention. 


EVENING SCHOOLS. 


The important work carried on by the evening schools in 
teaching English to foreign born adults has received a fresh 
impetus through the Bureau of Naturalization of the United 
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States Department of Labor. This bureau has undertaken to 
catalogue the applicants for citizenship and their families. 
Through the medium of circulars and letters the bureau is en- 
couraging these future citizens to attend the public evening 
schools. The bureau has prepared for the school departments 
throughout the country an outline course in citizenship. This 
outline proposes to achieve more than a mere ability to read 
and write English. It is suggested that the whole of the in- 
struction should be toward a preparation for citizenship. One 
can see no criticism of this proposition, or why such information 
would not be valuable for all who are attending the evening 
school, whether voluntarily or under the provisions of the law. 
The mechanics of reading and writing could be applied to ele- 
mentary books upon history and civics as well as to aimless 
selections of literature. "The revision of the work in our even- 
ing schools to meet this outline as far as applicable to our local 
conditions would require but little modification except in the 
texts. The subject might be considered to advantage before 
the next term of the evening school. 

During the season of 1914-15 there were 789 pupils in at- 
tendance at the evening school with an average attendance of 
371. Of that number 672 were foreign born. Those under 
twenty one years of age are compelled to attend regularly. 
For the remainder the attendance is voluntarv, which accounts 
for the wide margin between the registration and the attend- 
ance. A large majority of the students attend the classes in 
elementary English. The remainder are distributed among the 
upper grades, classes in drawing, mathematics and commercial 
subjects. There are a few students who are attempting to 
complete the elementary school work from the point where thev 
left school to become emploved. The class in mechanical 
drawing has become an established feature in the school. The 
attendance in this class is regular. The classes in commercial 
subjects have never been a satisfactory feature of the evening 
school. These classes usually open with a large number. As 
the novelty wears off, and the students realize that the mastery 
of these subjects requires time and persistant practice the at- 
tendance drops off steadily. During the last few weeks the 
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attendance hardly warrants the expense of continuance. The 
students who continue throughout the year are few in number. 
They represent the proportions of the class who commence the 
work with a purpose, and who have the determination to carry 
it through. The large influx at the beginning is a serious detri- 
ment to the group who would appreciate the added attention 
they might receive in a smaller class. Even in considering 
those who continue throughout the term there is a question of 
the value received. A subject such as stenography requires 
constant practice. Very few of the students have an oppor- 
tunity to apply their knowledge, and consequently the skill 
they have acquired soon, disappears. Attempts have been 
made to formulate more complete courses which should grant a 
dipioma upon the completion of the course. It was hoped by 
this method to attract a larger number of students and to hold 
them for a longer period. "The plan failed for the simple reason 
that the students were not willng to look ahead beyond one 
term. The problem now appears to be whether it 1s worth 
while to continue these classes, and if so whether some restriction 
should not be placed upon the registration. It is possible that 
a consideration of this problem would result in the development 
of some work which would yield a broader return at no greater 
relative expense. 
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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL. 
Supt. Clair G. Persons, Pittsfield, Massachusetts. 
DEAR SIR:— 


The total enrollment of the high school for the school year 
1914-1915 was 1155; the average attendance, 990. Thus far 
during the present year the total enrollment is 1197, and the 
present membership, 1078. | 

Last June one hundred and twenty-six pupils were graduated 
from the academic course, and twenty-two from the two-years' 
commercial course. This was the largest class in the history of 
the school, and will be the largest for some years to come. Of 
the academic graduates, forty-two entered various colleges in 
September, several more plan to enter colleges next fall, and 
thirty entered other higher schools for special training. 

The condition of congestion has not materiallv changed as 
to accommodating pupils for room registration, but it becomes 
increasingly difficult to schedule the required number of classes 
in the present accommodations within the meaning of a satis- 
factory schedule. It has, some time since, ceased to be only a 
question of physical possibilities; 1t should be quite obvious to 
anyone familiar with the matter that the school work must 
suffer seriously. The effectiveness of the school, as an educa- 
tional institution, is impaired in no small degree. It is absurd 
to argue that there is no reason why a school should not do good 
work, when split up into several groups; working in ill-suited 
quarters; denied, to a considerable extent, the use of proper 
laboratory and board accommodations; congested in its move- 
ments; crowded in many of its classes; and under improper 
and, sometimes, unsanitary conditions of heat, light, and ven- 
tilation. If we cannot afford to remedy the conditions, we 
should frankly expect to abide by the direct results of such con- 
ditions as we have maintained. 

It is natural for the casual observer and for others not en- 
tirely familiar with the situation and with educational problems, 
to place emphasis upon the elements of safety, convenience, and 
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comfort. And these are important. In the matter of safety 
we should not only meet the requirements of the law but of our 
own better judgment. Convenience and comfort are necessary 
for economical and efficient work. But the object of the school 
is to educate boys and girls—to give them such mental and 
physical training as they ought to have to best meet the re- 
quirements of higher institutions or practical experience with- 
out further formal schooling. This we are not doing and can- 
not do under the present conditions. "The three greatest needs 
of the high school are, and have been for some years, (1) better 
adapted and more adequate physical accommodations; (2) 
physical instruction under a competent instructor who shall 
be, incidentally, an athletic coach; and, (3) the development 
of more practical courses in household and manual arts. 

It is realized that little can be done in these important 
matters until the city is financially able to bear the expense. 
Meantime, however, it is foolish to flatter ourselves that we are 
doing all we ought to do for the high school boys and girls of 
Pittsfield, and our plain duty to see that the public so under- 
stands. y 

The successful administration of a city high school, both 
by those within the plant, and by those in higher authority, is 
not a rule of thumb proposition. It is the cooperative working 
out of a definite policy determined by local needs and local 
conditions, and with some reference to what has been developed 
by the experience of other men and other communities. We 
do not claim to have all the knowledge there is on the subject. 
Some of our notions may not even be valid. But we do believe 
that the only sensible and practical way to establish and main- 
tain a working basis is to get together on the matter, determine 
what we are aiming at, both as to immediate operations and 
future results, and feel that there is a solidarity in purpose and 
effort between the administrative officers of the school, the 
school authorities, the city officials and the public. 

The public high school is the most democratic institution we 
have established. It is, also, and perhaps because of this fact, 
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the most sensitive to public interest and most easily reacted 
upon by community loyalty and cooperation or by an atmos- 
phere of less favorable conditions. 

We are glad, therefore, on behalf of the school to express 
our obligation to those whose good will and interest have prompt- 
ed them to constructive criticism and cooperation in what has. 
been attempted. Such citizens are a community asset and 
make possible whatever is actually accomplished.

DEAR SIR:— 


The music has been carried on in about the same manner as 
the past few years. For the past two years more attention 
has been paid to tone production and proper breath control. 
It is especially gratifying the results the boys get from this in 
ease of singing and being able to use the upper part of the 
voice. The more teachers hear tone production and placing 
taught the better able they are to teach it. We have four 
choruses at the High School. Three of them mixed choruses 
and one girls’ chorus. The grammar schools have shown a 
good interest. I should appreciate having the eighth grades 
sing at their graduating exercises. This would give the public 
an opportunity of judging what the pupils are doing as well as- 
being especially good training for them. I have used in some 
of the schools a small book containing selections from the better 
known grand operas arranged for school work. The pupils 
are much interested in them. I wish to thank the superin- 
tendent for his support and the teachers on whom so much of 
the success depends for their hearty co-operation.

DEAR SIrR:— 


Music seems at last to be coming into its own in the coun- 
try. For years there has been a struggle for its recognition as 
a powerful factor in education, but only during the past decade 
has school music made noteworthy progress. However rapid 
strides have been made both in the manner of teaching and in 
the results obtained. 
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In the business of keeping step with the nation-wide pro- 
gress we do not, by any means, intend to allow the primary 
and intermediate grades of the local schools to hold an unim- 
portant place, and no personal sacrifice of time or money seems 
too great with such an important aim in view. The many 
weeks that are spent during summer vacation in attending 
lectures, demonstration classes and conferences are indirectly 
beneficial to the city. 

At the present time there are one hundred twenty-nine 
music classes in the primary and intermediate grades, and con- 
sequently the problem of visiting each class with sufficient 
frequency is a difficult one. However, thanks to the faithful 
co-operation and enthusiasm of the grade teachers, the work 
goes on from week to week with increasing zest, and a marked 
and steady improvement is evident. This is gratifying, in- 
deed, when the fact 1s taken into consideration that the mini- 
mum amount of time allotted to school music 1s fifteen minutes 
each day, or seventy-five minutes per week. A consequent 
evidence that time is not wasted during the daily lessons is 
the fact that, at the end of the first year in the Pittsfield schools, 
children are not only able to sing little songs with good tone 
quality, but they have also been taught to hear music and to 
sing at sight simple melodies from the blackboard. At the 
end of the sixth year practically all the rudiments of music 
have been taught. 

While this work is being carried on it is always borne in 
mind that children are not merely being taught to hear, sing, 
read and write music but, above all else, that they are being 
prepared for citizenship and for good wholesome and useful 
lines. Accordingly they are being urged to make use of their 
gift of music on all possible occasions,—in their homes, 1n their 
daily activities and in their respective churches. Thus a 
general interest is being fostered. The boys and girls of Pitts- 
field love to sing, and it is safe to say that few young people 
will be found to whom can be applied Shakespeare's opinion 

‘“The man that hath no music in himself, 

Nor is not moved with concord of sweet sounds 

Is fit for treasons, stratagems, and spoils.” 
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The success of any undertaking is especially due to the in- 
fluence of the executive official and his colleagues, and so what- 
ever success we have achieved 1s due in a large measure to you 
and the principals because of the systematic organization that 
you have effected with their co-operation.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF WRITING. 
Mr. C. G. Persons, Superintendent of Schools: 
DEAR SIR:— 


The time has passed when the filling of the copy book was 
sufficient to excuse a child from further writing lessons. Now, 
the formal writing lesson is connected in a vital way with the 
other lessons, and the proof of good penmanship is found in 
the written language and geography work and in the note 
books. 

Much blackboard work is being done in all grades. The 
dustless crayon and dustless erasers with which the schools 
are now supplied, make conditions more healthful than in 
former years, but the seats and desks in the Redfield and 
Tucker Schools are very injurious to pupils and should be re- 
placed immediately by modern furniture. 

A class of fifteen new teachers attended a series of writing 
lessons last term and are now prepared to do the work in any 
grade. 

Some of our teachers use the Victrola occasionally to bring 
about a more uniform rate of speed. 

The problem of left-handedness is one that still remains 
unsolved. The attitude of psychologists is strong against 
changing, and much evidence 1s offered to show that children 
are greatly injured. Many noted penman and teachers urge 
that a change be made, and offer proof that no harm is done. 
It has been our custom to consult with the parents before 
making any change. 

In conclusion I wish to thank you for your hearty support 
and cooperation.

In accordance with your request I now submit to you the 
report of the work carried out in the Domestic Science Depart- 
ment of the Schools of Pittsfield since January 4th, 1915. 

At present the girls devote but one year to this work, that 
being in the eighth grade. Realizing that this time is far too 
short to give a complete and thorough course to the girls, I 
have planned a course, though simple, which teaches them 
the fundamentals of both cooking and housekeeping necessarv 
for the ordinary home. 

The course as taught is as follows:—

By practical work in the laboratory the girls are learning 
the correct methods of housekeeping, as well as table setting 
and serving. They have the entire care of the kitchen, such 
as sweeping, moping, care of supplies, gas oven, refrigerator, 
in short all duties that might fall to a housekeeper in and about 
her kitchen. 

The plan of work for a lesson 1s as follows:— 

1. Make out homework slips. (These enable us to see 
what the girls do at home, but are used chiefly as an inspiration 
to the pupils to help at home and practice what thev have 
learned at school.) 

2. Copy Recipes. 

3. Explanation and discussion of the subject for the day's 
lesson. 

4. Reading and discussing of recipes to be used. 

5. Practical work. 

a Cooking. 
b Housekeeping. 
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6. Serving. 
7. Washing dishes, tables and stoves, and the general 
cleaning of the laboratory. 

One girl as general housekeeper takes the general care of 
the sweeping, dusting and supplies needed by the class. I 
have introduced a card catalogue system this past term which 
enables me to keep exact record of each girl as to her cooking, 
housework, homework, attendance and deportment. This 
shows me which pupils need special help in the work. 

I have been very much pleased at the interest shown by the 
parents and the principals in the work done by the pupils and 
have appreciated their visits to the laboratory at our regular 
lessons as well as to the dinners given. 

I believe this work means a great deal to our school girls 
and I hope in the near future at least one more year may be 
added to the course and that in the first year of high school as 
an elective subject. |

The school census for 1915 is the most accurate census of 
school pupils that has been compiled. Beginning with this 
year an individual card system has been installed. Each 
card provides for a record of a pupil throughout his school at- 
tendance. At the beginning of the school year individual cards 
for each pupil were sent in bv each school. 'The two sets of 
cards, one compiled by a house to house canvas and the set 
from the schools were compared. Through this system of 
cross checking discrepancies in the official census list were 
corrected. Each month the schools report any withdrawals 
from the city, transfers to other schools, new pupils and changes 
of residence. These corrections are recorded upon the census 
list. Through this method the census 1s kept up to date and 
serves as an accurate source of information.

Full power and authority are hereby given and granted to the general court to im- 
pose and levy a tax on income in the manner hereinafter provided.

ORDINANCES 
OF THE 


CITY OF PITTSFIELD. 


PASSED IN THE YEAR 1915. 


No. 1. AN ORDINANCE, Amending Chapter Five, Sec- 
tion Six, of the Revised Ordinances. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY or PITTs- 
FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 


That Section six, of Chapter five, of the revised ordinances 
be amended by striking out October in the sixth line of said 
section and inserting the word November, so as to: read as 
follows :— 

Section 6. All taxes shall become due and payable as soon 
as the lists are delivered into the hands of the collector. In- 
terest at the rate of six per centum per annum shall be charged 
from the first day of September in the year in which the same 
are assessed, upon all taxes which shall remain unpaid after 
the first day of November next ensuing, until the same shall 
be paid. 

This section shall be printed on all tax bills.

No. 2. AN ORDINANCE, Regulating Motor Vehicles 
in passing Standing Street Railway Cars. 
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BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY or PITTS- 
FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1. Motor vehicles of every description, except as 
hereinafter provided while traveling in this city in the second 
fire district, shall not pass beyond the rear end of any street 
railway car when such railway car is not in motion and standing 
upon the railway track which is nearest to such motor vehicle 
for the purpose of receiving or discharging passengers, unless 
a police officer on duty shall otherwise authorize or direct the 
operator of such motor vehicle. This rule shall not be deemed 
to apply to vehicles of the police and fire departments of this 
city, nor to ambulances, vehicles carrying the United States 
mail, emergency repair wagons of a street railway company, 
and physicians and surgeons proceeding on emergency calls. 


Section 2. Any violation of any of the provisions of the 
foregoing section shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
one nor more than ten dollars. 


Approved, Aug. 24, 1915. 


NOTE. 

No public hearing has ever been held by the Massachusetts 
Highway Commission, nor have notices been posted in accordance 
with the provisions of the Acts of 1909, Chapter 534, Section 17. 
And no attempt has been made to enforce the provisions of this 
ordinance. June 7, 1916. 


No. 3. AN ORDINANCE, Re-wiring of Buildings. 


BE rr ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF PITTs- 
FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 40 of Chapter 12 of the Revised Ordinances is here- 
by amended by adding at the end thereof the following: 
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The Inspector of Wires shall issue a Certificate of Approval 
to any person who has made application under the provisions 
of this section and who has complied with the provisions thereof 
after the work is completed, examined, and approved by the 
Inspector of Wires. A duplicate thereof shall also be issued 
to the owner of the building in which the work has been done. 

All factones having their own isolated electrical plants 
are hereby exempted from the provisions of this ordinance. 

All service feed wires entering buildings shall not be smaller 
than ten B. & S. copper wire.

No. 4. AN ORDINANCE, Relating to Plumbing and 
Drainage of Buildings in the City of Pittsfield. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF PITTS- 
FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 


Sections 28 to 51 of Chapter XI of the Revised Ordinances 
is hereby amended by striking out the whole of said sections 
and substituting the following therefor:— 


ACTING INSPECTOR OF PLUMBING, APPOINTMENT 
| OF. 


Section 1. In the event that the inspector of plumbing 
shall, for any cause, be temporarily unable to perform the 
duties of his office, then and in such case, the inspector of build- 
ings may appoint an acting inspector of plumbing, who shall, 
while so acting, have all the powers and perform all the duties 
of the regular inspector of plumbing. 


DRAIN LAYERS, LICENSE OF 
Section 2. No person shall lav any drain connecting with 
a common sewer, unless licensed as a drain laver by the in- 
spector of plumbing. 
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DRAIN LAYER, QUALIFICATIONS OF. BOND. 


Section 3. No person shall be licensed as a drain layer 
until he has furnished the inspector of plumbing with satis- 
factory evidence of his ability and willingness to do the work in 
accordance with the provisions of this chapter, with all ordi- 
nances of the city and with the rules and regulations of the 
board of health and of the board of public works, and also until 
he has executed a bond in favor of the city in the sum of Three 
Hundred Dollars ($300.00) with such sureties as shall be ap- 
proved by the inspector of plumbing for the faithful perform- 
ance of the work of drain laying in conformity to such pro- 
"visions, ordinances, rules and regulations. All licenses shall 
expire one year from the date of issue. 


PLANS OF PLUMBING, ETC., TO BE FILED, ETC. 


Section 4. No person shall proceed to construct, add to or 
alter any portion of the plumbing or drainage system of a 
building (except to make necessary repairs) until the owner, 
builder or other person constructing the same has filed with 
the inspector of plumbing a plan thereof showing the whole 
drainage system from its connection with the common sewer or 
from its point of discharge, to its terminus in the building, to- 
gether with the location and sizes of all branches, traps, ven- 
tilating pipes and fixtures. 

No person shall commence work on such drainage or plumb- 
ing until the plans are approved by the inspector of plumbing. 
Plans and specifications shall be approved or rejected within 
one week of the time of filing. After a plan has been approved, 
no alteration of the same shall be allowed, except on a new 
application and approval as provided in this section. 


PIPES, ETC., TO BE INSPECTED BEFORE COVERED. 


Section 5. Pipes and fixtures connected with or part of 
the plumbing system within a building shall not be covered 
or concealed from view until approved by an inspector of plumb- 
ing, who shall examine the same within three working days 
after notice that they are ready for inspection. : 
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INSPECTOR TO BE NOTIFIED BY PLUMBER WHEN. 


Section 6. The plumber in charge of such work shall no- 
tify the inspector of plumbing when the main drain, soil, waste, 
and ventilating pipes are in place and before any fixtures are 
attached, and such plumber shall again notify such inspector 
when the work is completed and ready for final inspection and 
all work must be left uncovered and convenient for examina- 
tion until inspected and approved by such inspector. 


TESTING OF PLUMBING. 


‘Section 7. All plumbing work in new buildings and all new 
plumbing work in old buildings shall be tested in the presence 
of the inspector of plumbing with the water test or if that is 
impracticable, with the peppermint or other reliable test. 
Whenever the inspector of plumbing shall be notified by the 
owner or master plumber that the plumbing fixtures in the 
building are properly placed and ready for final inspection, he 
shall visit such building, properly inspect such plumbing and 
properly test the same. All defective joints must be made 
tight. All defective pipe and fittings must be replaced by 
sound pipe and fittings before the inspector shall issue the cer- 
tificate hereinafter mentioned. All soil pipes and connections 
therewith must be in position before such test shall be made, 
otherwise the work shall not be approved by such inspector. 


INSPECTION CERTIFICATES. 


No plumbing work shall be used until the inspector of 
plumbing shall have furnished to the owner of the building or 
his duly authorized agent, and to the master plumber who has 
superintended the work, a certificate, stating the exact time 
of such inspection and test, and that such inspection shows 
and such test proves that the plumbing has been installed in 
compliance with the provisions and requirements of this chapter. 
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MATERIAL AND WEIGHT OF PIPES, ETC, 


Section 8. All drains, waste and connecting ventilating 
pipes within the building and for a distance of at least four feet 
outside, shall be of cast iron of uniform thickness, and shall 
have an average weight not less than specified below, viz:— 

2 inch pipe, 51% Ibs. per foot. 
3 inch pipe, 9% lbs. per foot. 
4 inch pipe, 13 lbs. per foot. 

. 5inch pipe, 17 lbs. per foot. 
6 inch pipe, 20 lbs. per foot. 

All fittings used in connection with cast iron pipes shall be 
of corresponding weight and quality including cleanouts. 

Provided, however, that lead pipe may be used for short 
connections exposed to view, and that galvanized wrought iron 
pipe may be used when satisfactory to the inspector of plumb- 
ing. But no brick, earthenware or sheet metal pipe shall be 
used in any part of the sewerage system within a building, or 
for the ventilation pipes within or outside the building. When 
lead pipe is used for waste or vent pipes it shall have a weight 
not less than specified as follows, viz:— 

1 inch pipe, 2 lbs. per foot. 
- 114 inch pipe, 214 lbs. per foot. 
114 inch pipe, 3 lbs. per foot. 
3 inch pipe, 5 lbs. per foot. 
31% inch pipe, 61% lbs. per foot. 
4 inch pipe, 8 lbs. per foot. 


OUTSIDE DRAINAGE, CONSTRUCTION OF. 


Section Y. That portion of the house drain which is out- 
side the building and more than four feet from the foundation 
walls shall be constructed of iron pipe or vitrified drain pipe 
as the inspector of plumbing may direct. : 


WATER CLOSETS. 


Section 10. Every building used for habitation shall have 
such number of water closets as the Board of Health may re- 
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quire; but in no case less than one for each tenement. Every 
building where persons are employed shall have at least one 
water closet for every twenty-five persons employed therein, 
and in any building where persons of both sexes are employed 
separate accommodations shall be furnished for both men and 
women. 

Every enclosure containing one or more water closets shall 
be provided with adequate ventilation to the outer air either 
by window or suitable air shaft. 

No water closet shall be set in any room or apartment that 
has not a window having an area of at least 3 square feet open- 
ing directly to the external air. 

Not more than eight water closets shall be used on one four 
inch line of soil pipe. 
No plumbing fixtures shall be enclosed with wood work. 


PIPE FITTINGS, CONNECTIONS, ETC. 


Section 11. Connections between lead and iron pipes shall 
be made with brass ferules, full size of the iron pipe, calked into 
the iron pipe with soft lead, and united to the lead pipe with a 
wiped joint. All joints in the cast iron pipe and fittings shall be 
run full of molten lead and thoroughly calked and made tight, 
and no putty or red lead shall be used. 

There shall be at least twelve ounces of soft lead used in 
each inch in diameter of pipe. All joints in wrought iron or 
brass pipe shall be made with screw fittings and red lead and 
joints 1n vitrified pipe shall be made tight under and around the 
pipe with neat hydraulic cement. All lead pipe connections 
shall have wiped joints. So-called wiped cup joints are hereby 
prohibited. 


TRAPS, ETC., OF HOUSE DRAIN. 


Section 12. The house drain shall have a fall of one-half 
inch to the foot if possible, but never less than one-fourth inch 
to the foot without a special permit from the Board of Health, 
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and shall be provided with a running trap, with an accessible 
cleanout, located at or near the point where it leaves the build- 
ing, and no other trap shall be placed in any soil pipe of the 
building. : 


FLOOR DRAINS. 


Section 13. Floor drains connected to a drainage system 
shall be by means of non-syphonable traps and back water 
valve. 


BRASS FERULES. 


Section 14. Brass ferules shall be of the best quality cast 
brass free from aluminum not less than four and one-half inches 
long and not less than the following weights: 

Diameter 2 in., weight 13 oz. 
Diameter 3 in., weight 20 oz. 
Diameter 4 in., weight 28 oz. 

Ferules less than one and one-half by two inches are hereby 

prohibited. 


DRAINS PASSING THROUGH WALLS. 


Section 15. Where drain pipes pass through or under walls 
there shall be a relieving arch to prevent the pipes from injury 
by the setting of the masonry. They must be securely fastened 
to the cellar wall, or suspended from the floor timbers in strong 
iron hangers. When this is impracticable they may be laid 
beneath the basement or cellar floor. 


GREASE TRAPS. 


Section 16. Grease traps may also be required at the dis- 
cretion of the plumbing inspector. 


CLEANOUTS. 


Section 17. In all such cases there shall be suitable clean- 
outs not more than twenty feet apart in such lines. Each 
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cleanout shall be enclosed in a brick man-hole of suitable size, 
of not less than twenty by thirty inches, with at least eight inch 
walls; such man-hole shall have an iron cover with a ring or 
rings set in the flush with top of said cover. House traps and 
hand-holes shall be enclosed in like manner. Said soil pipes 
shall be tested before covering with cold water pressure of not 
less than twenty pounds to square inch. Bottom of man-holes 
to be of concrete and to extend under said brick walls. 


REPAIR PLATES. 


Section 18. Repair plates of cast iron with clamps shall 
be used to close openings made for cleaning purposes on old 
work whenever the cleanouts installed cannot be used. 


ALL WORK TO BE UNDER SUPERVISION OF INSPEC- 
TOR. 


FRESH AIR INLET PIPES. 


Section 19. There must be a fresh air inlet pipe entering 
the drain on the house side of the running trap, and at least 
Lwelve inches therefrom, of not less than four inches internal 
diameter, extending therefrom to the external air, away from 
all windows and cold air box of the furnace and protected from 
dirt and obstruction. 


CONSTRUCTION OF SOIL PIPES. 


Section 20. All soil pipes shall be of at least four inches 
internal diameter, and continued without traps and of undi- 
minished size at least two feet above the roof or six inches 
above the ridge, away from all windows and left open at the top. 


CONNECTIONS WITH PIPES. 


Section 21. All connections with horizontal or vertical 
pipes shall be made with Y branches and all changes in direction 
shall be made with curved pipes. Short Ty's not allowed at the 
base of vertical soil pipe line, nor in horizontal drain pipes. 
Saddle hubs shall not be used. Double hub fittings shall not 
be used on soil or waste pipe below fixtures. 
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Section 22. The waste pipe of each and every sink, basin, 
bath tub, water closet, slop hopper and of each set of trays or 
other fixtures shall be furnished with a separate trap, which 
shall be placed as near as practicable to the fixture that it 
serves. 

Bath tub and laundry tray wastes not to be smaller than 
one and one-half inches, 1 1-2". Sinks and lavatories to be 
one and one-quarter inch, 1 1-4". Only one fixture on one and 
one-quarter inch pipe. 

Traps with covers depending upon putty connections to 
make them water or gas tight are prohibited. 

All lead traps shall correspond in weight with lead pipe of 
corresponding diameter. 

All earthenware and closet traps shall be connected to waste 
or soil pipes where lead bend is used by inserting heavy brass 
floor or wall plates weighing not less than sixteen ounces each 
soldered to the lead bend and bolted to brass flange. Joint 
made tight with grafting wax or white lead and spar varnish. 

Rubber gaskets for floor connections shall not be used. 
Water closet traps if vented shall have the vent connected with 
the lead bend under the floor. . 


AIR PIPES. 


Traps shall be protected from siphonage or air pressure by 
special cast iron pipes of a size not less than the waste pipes 
they serve, placed outside or below the trap, provided, however, 
that such air pipes may be dispensed with in cases where the 
inspector of plumbing shall be satisfied that the traps used are 
of such a pattern or so arranged as to be properly protected 
from siphonage without such special air pipes. Lead air pipes 
may be used only where they are exposed to view. Air pipes 
for water closet traps shall be of two inch bore if thirty feet or 
less in length and of three inch bore if more than thirty feet in 
length. Air pipes shall be run as directly as practicable and 
of undiminished size to the roof and carried up at least four 
inches internal diameter through the roof and at least two feet 
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above it, or six inches above the ridge and left open. Two or 
more pipes may be connected together or with a soil or drain 
pipe, but in every case of connection with a drain pipe such 
connection shall be above the upper fixture of the building. 
In no case shall a soil, waste or ventilation pipe from a soil 
pipe or waste pipe be connected with a chimney. 


Soil, waste and vent pipes in an ell or extension shall be 
carried up above the roof of the main building in the manner 
hereinbefore provided when otherwise they would open within 
twenty feet of the windows of the main building or of any ad- 
jacent building. 


But, notwithstanding anything in this section hercinbefore 
contained, the waste line of all fixtures, which are distant 
twelve feet or more from the main line, must be continued un- 
diminished in size, upward through and at least two feet above 
the roof of the main part of the building within which such 
fixture 1s located. 


DRIP OR OVERFLOW PIPES, ETC. 


Section 23. Drip or overflow pipes from safes, under water 
closets and other fixtures or from tanks or cisterns, shall be 
run to some place in open sight, and'in no case shall any such 
pipe be connected directly with a drain pipe. No waste pipe 
from a refrigerator or other receptacle in which provisions are 
stored, shall be connected with a drain pipe or other waste pipe. 


VENTILATING PIPES. 


Section 24. An open pipe, not less than two inches. in 
diameter, of heavy cast iron or of galvanized wrought iron, 
must run from soil pipe outside, outermost trap to be at least 
two feet above the roof or six inches above the ridge; no part 
of this pipe may run through house or basement without a 
permit from plumbing inspector. 
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WATER CLOSETS TO BE SUPPLIED FROM TANK, ETC. 


Section 25. No water closet shall be supplied directly 
from the house supply pipe, but shall be supplied from a special 
water tank or cistern used for no other purpose, and the flood- 
ing pipe shall not be less than one and one quarter inches in 
diameter. 

No water closets in cellar of apartment of tenement houses 
without permit from Board of Health. 

No permanent privy vault or cesspool shall be built upon 
any premises situated upon a street where there is a public 
sewer. No cesspool shall be built within ten feet of a dwelling 
house. | 

When a trap to a fixture becomes in a leaky condition and 
is not vented it may be renewed by placing an approved non 
syphoning trap in its place. Plan is to be filed in all cases. 


NO TRAP, ETC., TO BE USED FOR SOIL, ETC., PIPE. 


Section 26. No trap, vent or back air pipe shall be used 
as a soil, waste or conductor pipe. 


RAIN AND SURFACE WATER NOT TO BE DISCHARG- 
ED INTO SEWERS. 


Section 27. Rain water conductors must not be connected 
with house drain or sewer, and surface water must not be al- 
lowed to enter drain or sewer. 


POSSESSION OF FALSE CERTIFICATES. 


Section 28. No person shall keep or exhibit any certificate 
purporting to have been issued by the inspector of plumbing 
unless such inspector has duly issued the same; and no inspec- 
tor of plumbing shall issue any certificate, for which provision 
is above made in section 7, until he has made the inspection 
and test thereby required and has found the plumbing to be in 
accordance with the requirements of this ordinance. 
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IMPROPER ISSUANCE OF CERTIFICATES AND PEN- 
ALTY THEREFOR. 


If, without having made the inspection and tests required 
by this ordinance; or, without having found the plumbing, to 
which such certificate refers, to be in accordance with the re- 
quirements in this ordinance above set forth; the inspector of 
plumbing shall issue the certificates mentioned in said Section 
7, or any of them, he shall be immediately removed from office 
by the inspector of buildings. 


DUTIES AND POWERS OF INSPECTOR. 


Section 29. The inspector of plumbing shall be sworn to 
the faithful discharge of his duties. He shall have the super- 
vision of all plumbing work in process of construction, alteration 
and repair. He shall have the authority, at all reasonable 
times, to enter any building and to examine and test the plumb- 
ing therein. He shall at all times, so far as his power and au- 
thority will permit, enforce compliance with the provisions of 
this ordinance and with the provisions of the statutes of the 
Commonwealth relating to plumbing. He shall immediately 
report to the inspector of buildings all violations of the said 
laws of the Commonwealth relating to plumbing, as well as all 
violations of this ordinance. 

section 30. "The inspector of buildings shall have control 
of the enforcement of all regulations regarding plumbing, and 
the general control and supervision of the inspector of plumb- 
ing. 

Immediately upon receipt of information by him that within 
his járisdiction, the laws of the Commonwealth relating to 
plumbing have been in any way violated or that there has been 
a violation of this ordinance, he shall report such violation to 
the chief of police, who shall prosecute the violator before a 
court of competent jurisdiction. He shall also have authority 
at all reasonable times to enter any building and to examine 
and test the plumbing therein. : 
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PENALTY. 


FROM STATUTES OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


Section 31. Every person engaged in the business of plumb- 
ing as a master plumber or employing plumber who engages 
or employs any person to work as a journeyman plumber who 
has not been registered or licensed as provided by this act; and 
every person violating any provision of this act or any rule or 
regulation made hereunder shall be punished by : a fine not ex- 
ceeding fifty dollars for each offence.

No. 5. AN ORDINANCE, Reserve Police Force. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY or PITTS- 
FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 3 of Chapter 15 of the Revised Ordinances is hereby 
amended by striking out the whole of the section and sub- 
stituting the following: 


Section 3. A Reserve police force of eight members 1s 
hereby established, and such reserve police force shall, in all 
respects, be subject to and governed by the provisions of this 
chapter and the laws and rules therein referred to in so far as 
the same are applicable.

No. 27. AN ORDER, Regulating Traffic. 


ARTICLE I. 
VEHICLES IN MOTION. 
Section 1. A vehicle meeting another vehicle shall pass 
to the right. 
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Section 2. A vehicle overtaking another vehicle shall, in 
passing, keep to the left. 


Section 3. Whenever there is not an unobstructed view of 
the road for at least 100 yards, the driver of each vehicle shall 
keep the same on the right of the middle of the traveled part 
of the way whenever it is safe and practicable so to do. 


Section 4. Subject to Section 3 fast moving vehicles, ex- 
cept when overtaken by faster vehicles (to which they shall 
give way), shall keep away from the right hand curb and as 
near as possible to the center of the traveled part of the way. 


Section 5. Slow moving vehicles shall keep as close as 
possible to the right hand curb. 


Section 6. On a highway divided longitudinally by a 
parkway, reserved space for street railway cars, viaduct, walk, 
sunken way, subway or other structure or obstacle, vehicles 
shall keep to the right of such division. 


Section 7. A vehicle proceeding on the street car tracks 
shall turn out when signalled to do so by the motormen or con- 
ductor of an approaching street car. 


Section 8. A vehicle when turning to the right into another 
street shall slow down and keep as near to the right hand curb 
as possible. 


Section Y. A vehicle in turning to the left into another 
street shall slow down and pass to the right of and beyond the 
center of the intersecting streets before turning. 


Section 10. Vehicles crossing from one side of the street 
to the other except for the purpose of passing other vehicles 
or because of dangers in the street, shall do so by turning to 
the left so as to head in the general direction of traffic after 
they have crossed the street. 
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Section 11. No person having charge of a vehicle shall 
allow the same to come within ten feet of any vehicle in front 
of him when approaching and passing over a crossing where 
a pedestrian 1s about to pass. 


Section 12. No person shall ride, drive or cause to be 
driven any horse or vehicle over that part of any street which 
is being mended, repaired or paved if a watchman or signs are 
placed prohibiting the same. 


Section 13. No person shall steal a ride on any vehicle. 


ARTICLE II. 


VEHICLES STOPPED, STANDING AND TURNING. 


Section 1. No vehicle shall stop with its left side to the 
curb except in one way streets. 


Section 2. Unless in an emergency or to allow another 
vehicle or a pedestrian to cross its way, no vehicle shall stop 
in any public street except close to the curb. 


Section 3. A vehicle waiting at the curb shall promptly 
give place to a vehicle about to let on or take off passengers. 


Section 4. No horse shall be left unattended in any street 
or highway unless securely fastened by being tied to a post or 
weight or unless the wheels of the vehicle to which he 1s harness- 
ed are securely tied, fastened or chained. 


Section 5. No horse or vehicle shall be allowed to stand 
or be driven on any sidewalk except when crossing the same. 


ARTICLE III. 


SIGNALS. 
Section 1. Every driver of a vehicle shall in slowing up 
or stopping give a signal to those behind by conspicuously 
raising a whip or hand. 
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Section 2. In turning while in motion or in starting to 
turn from a stand still a signal shall be given by the driver of 
the vehicle about to turn by conspicuously raising a whip or 
hand indicating the direction in which the turn is to be made. 


Section 3. The driver or person in charge of any vehicle 
before turning the corner of any street or turning out or starting 
from or stopping at the curb shall first see that there is sufficient 
space free from other vehicles or objects so that such turn, stop 
or start may be safely made. 


Section 4. Before backing any vehicle the driver or person 
in charge shall see that the way is clear and give adequate 
warning and shall, while backing, exercise the greatest vigilance 
to prevent accidents. 


Section 5. The driver of a vehicle shall at all times obey 
the signals of a police officer. 


ARTICLE IV. 
PEDESTRIANS. 


Section 1. At crossing or street intersections where police 
officers are stationed in the business districts, pedestrians must 
stop when directed to do so by a police officer or mechanical 
device for the purpose of aiding traffic. 


ARTICLE V. 
RiGcHT OF Way. 


Section 1. Police, emergency repair wagons, United States 
mail vehicles and ambulances shall have the right of way in 
any street and through any procession. 


Section 2. Vehicles of the fire department shall have the 
right of way in any street and through any procession while 
answering an alarm or while returning to the fire stations dur- 
ing the progress of a fire, but not when returning to the fire 
stations after the fire has been put out. 
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ARTICLE VI. 


CARE IN DRIVING. 

Section 1. The driver of a horse or vehicle shall so guide 
the same as not to run into or over any person who is boarding 
or alighting from a stationary street car or who is attempting 
to board such a car or who, having alighted therefrom, is duly 
proceeding to a place of safety. 


Section 2. No driver of a vehicle shall run into or over 
any person who may be in a properly designated safety zone 
or upon a crosswalk or protected crossing. 


Section 3. No person shall drive or conduct any vehicle 
in such manner or in such condition or so constructed or so 
loaded as to be likely to cause delay to other vehicles or accident 
or injury to man, béast or property. 


Section 4. No person shall so load a vehicle with iron or 
other material that may strike together without properly 
deadening it so that it will cause no unnecessary noise. 


Section 3. No person shall crack or so use a whip as to 
annoy, interfere with or endanger any person or excite any 
horse other than that which he is using. 


ARTICLE VII. 


_ DEFINITIONS. 

Section 1. The word ''vehicle" herein shall include horses 
hitched to vehicles, horses ridden or led, motor vehicles of all 
kinds, bicycles, tricycles propelled by hand, and everything on 
wheels or runners except street cars and light carriages for the 
conveyance of children. 


Section 2. The word ““horse” herein shall include all 
domestic animals. | 
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Section 3. The word “driver” herein shall include the 
rider or driver of a horse, the rider of wheels and the operator 
of a motor. vehicle. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
PARKING OF VEHICLES. 


Section 1. The word ‘‘parking” as herein used shall mean 
the stopping of vehicles near the curb for any purpose other 
than the unavoidable delays of traffic or accident. 


Section 2. All vehicles on North and West streets and 
South street from West street to corner of Bank Row shall be 
parked at an angle of 45 degrees to the curb, facing in the di- 
rection of traffic, with the rear of such vehicles next to the curb 
and five feet from the nearest vehicle. On all other streets or 
ways vehicles shall park parallel to the curb, at a distance of 
six inches therefrom, not less than five feet from the nearest 
vehicle, facing in the direction of traffic. 


Section 3. No vehicle shall be parked on School street, the 
north side of Eagle Square, the first 80 feet of Columbus avenue 
from North street and Depot street from North to Liberty 
street, or in front of any theatre. 


Section 4. On the Lord's Day vehicles may be parked in 
front of hotels, including the first 80 feet on Columbus Avenue, 
with their backs parallel to the curb, one foot apart. 


ARTICLE IX. 


SPECIAL STREET REGULATIONS. 


Section 1. Vehicles may be driven on Dunham street only 
in an easterly direction, on School street only in a westerly 
direction, on Park Square from Allen to North street only in a 
westerly direction, on Bank Row only in an easterly direction. 
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Notwithstanding the provisions of this section the vehicles 
used by the fire department may be driven in any direction 
during a fire near the streets above mentioned. The Board 
of Public Works shall indicate the fact that the streets are one 
way streets by suitable signs. 


ARTICLE X. 
PROTECTED CROSSINGS. 
Section 1. Crossings are hereby established for the safe 
passage of the pedestrians on portions of North street, West 
street, and South street as follows:— 


A. South street; from store of Pittsfield Coal Gas Com- 
pany to Backus' Corner. 

B: West street; opposite east side of junction of New West 
street. 

C. West street; Fifty feet east of Clapp avenue. 

D. West street; from Berkshire Life corner to Wendell 
Hotel. 

E. North street; Berkshire County Savings Bank to 
south end of Kennedy Building. 

F. North street; North side of School street to south side 
of Central Block. 

G. North street; South side of Dunham Block to England 
Brothers. 

H. North street; Riker Hegeman's to Lowe's Drug store. 

I. North street; From center of Enright's Store to north 
entrance of Miller Building. 

J. North street; Mason's Butter Store to O'Loughlin's 
Lunch. ; 
K. North street; Summer street, north side to Wright's 
Block, formerly owned by Pierce. 

L. North street; South side of Melville street to north 
end of Burns' Block. 

M. North street; North side of Union street to Mills' 
Building. 

N. North street; South side of Bradford street to Convent. 

O. North street; Lyric Theatre to St. Joseph's Rectory. 
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P. North street; Maplewood avenue, north side to south 
side of Linden street. 

O. North street; Madison avenue, north side to John 
White's house. 

R. North street; Orchard street to Goldstein property. 

S. North street; Pittsfield Car Barn to south corner of 
Burbank street. 

T. There shall be a silent police pedestal at corner of 
North and Wahconah streets. 


Section 2. At each of the crossings mentioned in the first 
section two white strips, each four inches wide, and eight feet 
apart, shall be painted from curb to curb by the Board of Public 
Works. There shall be a sign to be hung from trolley pole, 
eighteen inches in diameter, which shall read on each side in 
white letters on a red background, ‘‘Cross Here." There shall 
also be hung half way between trolley wires and curb, on the 
guy wires a sign of the same colors facing direction of traffic 
saying, “Crossing, Slow Down.” Any vehicle entering a pro- 
tected crossing must be slowed down, under instant control of 
driver and subject to the absolute orders of any traffic police- 
man on duty. The Board of Public Works shall at all seasons 
of the year keep the protected crossings fit for pedestrians to 
use. 


ARTICLE XI. 
SAFETY ZONES. 


Section 1. There shall be safety zones in which vehicular 
traffic other than street railway cars shall be prohibited. Each 
zone shall be marked by two pedestals 45 feet apart, parallel 
with the outer rail of the street railway and six feet distant 
from the same. The zones shall extend from the edge of the 
outside rail to a point six feet nearer the curb therefrom, thence 
45 feet parallel with the rail, thence at right angles six feet to the 
rail, thence following the rail to the place of beginning. The 
outside lines of the safety zone shall be painted by the Board 
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of Public Works. "The provisions of this Section shall only be 
in effect from May 1st to December 1st. The pedestals shall 
display a placard in red letters on a white background with 
the following inscription **Keep to the Right." The zone shall 
be comprised within the outer rail and the two pedestals. 


Section 2. Zones are hereby established as follows: 

East of the east line of crossing C. 

North of the north line of the following crossings: E, H, K, 
M. 

South of the south line of the following crossings: G, I, 
N, P, R. 


ARTICLE XII. 


- PENALTIES. 


Section 1. Whoever violates any of the provisions of the 
foregoing rules and regulations shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding twenty dollars (320) for each offense.

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No. 6. AN ORDINANCE, Requiring License for Fruit 
and Vegetable Peddlers. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF PITTS- 
FIELD, AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1. No person, except one engaged in the pursuit of 
agriculture shall go about from place to place within this city 
carrying or exposing for sale, or selling fruits and vegetables 
in and from any cart, wagon or other vehicle, or in any other 
manner, without a license therefor from the Board hereinafter 
constituted. | 


Section 2. A Board is hereby established to be composed 
of the Sealer of Weights and Measures, the Chief of Police, and 
the City Clerk; and shall be designated as the Fruit and Vege- 
table Board. The Sealer of Weights and Measures shall be 
Chairman of the Board, and the City Clerk shall be clerk. All 
licenses issued by the Board shall be signed by the City Clerk. 


Section 3. "The licenses shall bear date of the day they are 
issued and unless sooner revoked by the Board shall continue 
in force for one year from such date, and each person so licensed 
shall pay therefor a fee of five dollars. No license shall be so 
granted until the applicant has shown that his weights and 
measures have been sealed. 


section 4. Every hawker and peddler licensed by the Board 
shall be assigned a number and shall be provided by the City 
Clerk with a badge which shall be conspicuously worn by the 
licensee. Whoever neglects to wear, or wears such badge with- 
out authority, shall be punished by the penalty provided in 
section eight of this ordinance. 


Section 5. Every vehicle or other receptacle, used by a 
licensee as a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
by him shall have his name and his residence, with street and 
number, if any, legibly placed in letters and figures, not less 
than 2 inches in height, upon each outer side of vehicle or other 
conveyance. 
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Section 6. Any licensee who fails, neglects or refuses to 
exhibit his license when the same is demanded of him by a sealer 
or deputy sealer of weights and measures or police officer shall 
be subject to the same penalty as if he had no license. 


Section 7. Any license granted under this ordinance or 
any ordinance amendatory or additional thereto, may be re- 
voked by the Board for cause. 


Section 8. Whoever violates any provision of this ordinance 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offence. 


Section 9. A copy of this Ordinance shall be printed on 
every license. 


Section 10. The provisions of Chapter 24 of the Revised 
Ordinances of the City of Pittsfield in so far as they are incon- 
sistent herewith are hereby repealed and all other ordinances or 
parts of ordinances inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed.
